WKINLEY IS IN THE LEAD 


THE OTHER OANDIDATES FOR 
SPEAKER FARK BEHIND. 
INDUSTRIOUS CANVASS BEING MADE 
—SHERMAN AND FORAKER—SENATOR 
BLAIR’S NEWEST HOBBY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—There are six can- 
didates in line for the Speakership of the Fifty- 
first Congress. The latest to be announced is 
Gen. David B. Henderson of Lowa, a popular 
member and one of abundant experience. He 
will be able to secure the votes of the Iowa 
members, and support probably from Nebraska 
and Minnesota. The formidable candidate at 
present is Mr. McKinley. While Mr. Reed has 
been repeatedly voted tor as the Republican 
candidate, when the Republicans could not 
elect, it appears to be likely that the determina- 
tion to have a Western man will outweigh all 
mere considerations of personal popularity. 

The advocacy of Mr. McKinley will not, it is 
believed, have any influence in deciding whether 
Mr. Sherman will or will not gointo the Cabinet 
of Mr. Harrison. Mr. Sherman’s acceptance of 
a@ Cabinet place ‘will be conditioned upen the 
chance for Mr. Foraker’s election as Sherman’s 
successor. Sherinan will not take a Cabinet 
place it his acceptance of if means the succes- 
sion of Foraker to the Senatorship. It is known 
that Sherman does pot care very much about 
going into the Cabinet, but he cares a great deal 
about preventing the selection for the Senate of 
Foraker, whose treachery to Sherman at Chica- 
go Was quite as rank as it was expected to be. 

Mr. Butterworth’s candidacy will probably 
not preve a serious embarrassment to Mr. 
McKinley. The New-York members, who have 
been regarded as solid for Reed, are now in- 
clined to think, since McKinley's candidacy is 
admitted, that he will get a considerable mp. 
port from the Empire State delegation. & 
would surprise no one if, at the time the caucus 
for Speaker is held, McKinley was the only man 
inthe race. The other candidates may insist 
upon going toa vote. If they do they will fur- 
nish the Speaker with a list of the Chairmen for 
the principal committces, according to custom. 

It has been assumed that Gea. Browne of 
Indiana had the Chairmanship ef the Ways and 
Means Committees in view in becoming a candi- 
date. Judge Kelley, who is known to aspire to 
be Chairman, is not running for Speaker. It 
would be diffrult and disagreeable to set him 
aside in selesting the Ways and Means Vommit- 
tee, but it is probable that he would himself 
find the duties of Chairman so onerous toa 
man of his years and continuous service that 
he could be persuaded to yield it into the hands 
of a wan not so fully entitled as he is to an 
ottice demanding less application. The canvass 
for support is being quietly pushed, and Mr. 
Cannon ef Lllunois is pleased with the outlvok 
for himself.

Not so much progress was made with the 
Tariff billin the Senate to-day as yesterday, 
only seven pages being disposed of. Included 
in these were the earthenware and glassware 
schedule and a few sections in the metal sched- 
ule. While the glassware and pottery items 
were gving through, Mr. McPhersou, whose 
State has a special interest in these clauses, 
told the Senate that the provisions in both the 
Mills bill and the Senate substitute relating to 
undervaluations would increase the protection 
to glassware and pottery over 10 per cent., and 
he theught the Mills,bill gave the wanufactur- 
ers all the protection they needed. Mr. MoPher- 
son, however, offered no amendments to the 
schedule, and it went through with only one or 
two unimportant verbalchanges. The New-Jer- 
sey Senator will havesomething tosay about the 
section later on, and so will Mr. Hoar, whe 
thinks some changes should be made in the 
glassware paragraph. 

When the metal schedule was taken up, Mr. 
Plumb made a little speech about trusts and 
combinations raising the prices of iron and 
steel beams, girders, joists. and other struetural 
shapes, and he grieved the Finance Committee 
by proposing to cut down the duty of 1 1-10 
cents por pound fixed by the substitute to 
elzht-tenths of acent. Mr, Harris preposed to 
make it six-tentbs of a cent. per pound, as in the 
House bill, and on this amendment debate was 
prolonged until both sides got tired, and, with- 
out taking a yote, agrecd to postpone further 
consideration of the bill until Monday, te which 
Gay the Senate adjourned. 

The failure of Congress to fallin with Benator 
Blair’s philanthropic scheme toturn the Guif 
Stream into the Gulf ef Labrador does not 
seem to have deterred that benevolent Senator 
from bringing forward other ingenious proposi- 
tions for ameliorating the unhappy condition ef 
mankind in general and the citizens of the 
United States in particular. As proof that he 
still has the welfare ef his fellow-countrymen 
at heart Mr. Blair introduced to-day a bili evi- 
deutly caiculated to hasten the eoming of mil- 
lennium. 

Mr. Blair’s measure provides for the estab- 
lishment by the President, on the recommenga- 
tion of the Commissioner of Labor, of a lotof 
bureaus of infurmation relating to “employ- 
ment, wants, means of livelibood, and homes.’’ 
These bureaus are to be established in geograph- 
ical sections of the country including between 
100,000 and 2,000,000 inhabitants. The chief 
and necessary clerks ot each bureau are to 
gather information, complete and trustworthy, 
regarding the people, wages, homes, opportuni- 
ties for employment, quality of lands, climatic 
and socialagic conditions, transportation facili- 
ties, and everything else that may be of in- 
terest to working peopie. This information 
is to be published once a& month, and 
any citizen of the United States may at 
any time obtain any information asked for with- 
out cost. Chiefs of Dureaus must report to the 
Labor Commissioner all Gases of extreme pov- 
erty, hardship, or distress, and the Commissioner 
must report the same to Congress, with recom- 
mendations of such means of relief as he thinks 
wisé and necessary. Mr. Blair wishes wemen 
and children to receive special attention, and so 
he prevides that their conditien, wants, and ne- 
cessities shall be ascertained and published, so 
as to arouse and direct charitable or other 
efforts, and thus secure employment, homes, 
education, and such other relief as each case 
may require. 

In addition to all this Mr. Blair requires the 
President and heads of departments to give 
employment only to Ameri¢éan citizeLs on pub- 
lic works, and to give the preference to those 
living nearest to the work. It is safe to say 
that the New-Hampshire Senator will have to 
wait until the Guif Stream is turned from its 
course before his latest bill becomes-a law. 


The Direct Tax Refund bill has been taken 
up in the House, and the debate upon it has 
begun. As expected, the proposition to amend 


it so as to provide for repayment of the cotton 
tax was brought forward by Mr. Oates of Ala- 
bama, the member who led the filibustering 
against the bill in April last. The arguments 
of Messrs. Oates, Barnes of Georgia, and 
Hooker of Mississippi against the passage of 
the bill were based upon the groun@ of the un- 
constitutionality of the return ef any legally 
imposed tax. It was maintained that the only 
way by which moneys collected as a tax couid 
be restored was by an appropriation. The dis- 
cussion was shut off by an early adjournment, 
and will prebably be resumed tu-morrow. 

An effort was made when the bill was taken 
up te secure anagreement asto the number 
and scope of amendments to be offered, but it 
failed. Thereis not much doubt felt about ita 
passage, but there is a strong conviction that if 
passed 1t wiil be vetoed, and that the Republic- 
an majority in the Fifty-tirst Congress and the 
Republican President will be permitted to ac- 
cept whatever credit or responsibility may at- 
tach to the restoration of the $18,000,000 
involved. Pe 

There has been a vacancy in the Civil Service 
Commission since the appointment of Mr. John 
H. Oberly to be Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 
Commissioners Lyman and Edgerton have con- 
tinued the business of the commission, or rather 
Mr. Lyman has, Mr. Edgerton having other 
business engagements that occupy @ good «eal 
of his time. Itis probable tbat the President 
will supply a Commissioner to eccupy the place 
made vacant by Mr. Oberly’s withaurawal, and 
it is reported that Mr. H. 8. Thomson, Assistant 
Secretary ef the Treasury, will be selected to 
fillit. It would probably be necessary to urge 
him to do so, tor the office is not a lucrative 
one. If Mr. Chomson 18 chosen, however, the 
etlice will be filled with a sincere believer in 
and friend of the reform. ; 

Itis interesting to note that the President 
was visited to-day by Senator Blackburn, who 
lea a delegation of Kentuckians who were 
anxioue to secure the pluce for Proctor Knott or 
William Fleming of Kentucky. Mr. Blackburn 
bas vigorously assailed te civil service system 
as a humbug and a fraud, but he has evicentiy 
enough faith in its permanence to desire to 
have it officered by a political friend. 


Another irregularity ‘has been diseovered in 
the Treasury Department arising eut of the 
mysterious disappearance of 10 sheets of paper. 
each containing four notes of the denomination 
of $5, and representing $200 in all. These 
sheets Were included in the regular delivery 
from the Bureau of Engraving and Printing to 
the United States Treasury last Tuesday morn- 
ing.

Whileitie possible that the sheets 
were mislaid and may be recovered, it is more 
than probable they were abstracted by some 
one thoroughly familiar with the method of 
handling them. The notes will readily pass cur- 
rent for money, for they lack only the Treasury 
seal to be legal tender. 


While Senator Beck’se condition has improved 
somewhat, it 1s improbable that he will bein 
his seat in the Senate this session. He has been 
stopping at the country place of his son-in-law, 
Major Goodloe, about four miles from the city, 
since the early part of October, but contemplates 
passing the Winter at Aiken, S. C. He takes fre- 
quent rides around the country, and as he is very 
susceptible to cold, these rides, which are of 
benefit to him, might have to be discontinued if 
he did not seek a milder climate. The heart 
trouble has almost entirely disappeared. He 
still suifers, however, from nervous exhaustion 
and indigestion. It 1s hoped that rest and quiet 
will relieve him of these troubles, and hia phy- 
si¢ian has, therefore, ordered him not to inter- 
est himself actively in poiitieal affairs until he 
is considerably improved in health, 


The Republican National Executive Com- 
mittee ut its session to-day discussed the pro- 
priety of establishing permanent national head- 
quarters in this city in the building now occu- 
pied by the committee.

The complainant in the suit is 
Henry Grinnell, a distinguished cottager at 
Westport Harbor, who refused to pay the tax 


for which he was assessed, deeming it exor- 
bitant, and was thereupon arrested and locked 
up, anc now seeks damages for false linprison- 
ment. Grinnell has been a Commodore in the 
United States Navy, avy Admiral inthe Peruvian 
Navy during the Chilan war, and bas held high 
positions tn the navies of Ecuador ana Japan. He 
has been a traveler and is a son of Henry Grin- 
nell, the founder of several arctic expeditions. 
Over a year ago be took up his residence at 
Westport Harbor, and this Fail he. was sur- 
prised to find himself taxed for $50,000 on per- 
sonal property. He refused to pay and was ar- 
rested and locked up in the jail at New-Bedferd 
for two days, when he was discharged, after 
taking the poor deptors’ oath, He claims that 
his income is from a trust fund, upon which he 
eannot be taxed, Itis rumored that when the 
the case comes to trial William M. Evarts may 
appear for Gripneil, who has also retained 
Lawyer Hazelttne of Boston and J. M. Morton 
of this city.

The goods belonged to 
the firm of William Hughes & Co., the senior 
partner in which died in Colerado afew weeks 
ago. There was spirited competition for the 
stock, and Marshall Field was in court in per-

For several years 
Manufacturers have at different periods talked 
of this scheme, but it never will, so far as I can 
see now, amount to more than talk.”

A HOTEL THIEF WHO FOLLOWS THE- 
ATRICAL COMPANIES CAUGHT. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—Last evening soon 
after 10 o’elock a servant girl at the Arlington 
Hotel saw a young man enter the rooms of Mrs, 
Potter, who was then atthe theatre. The girl, 
with the theft of Mrs. Jessie Bartlett Davis’s 
diamonds in the same hotel fresh in her mind, 
informed Manager Bennett, who, with two por. 
ters, approached the room stealthily, and, open- 
ing the door quickly,found the stranger overhaul- 
ing Mrs. Potter’s effects. The man showed 
no embarrassment, but saying pleasantly “I beg 
pardon iflamin the wrong room,” started to 
leave. The two porters seized him and held 
him until Sergt. Harbicon and .an officer 
arrived, and took possession of the prisoner. A 
search of his pockets revealed property subse- 
quently identified by Mrs. Potter, valued at 
about $1,300, inciuding three gold breastyins, 
two lace pins, four geld safety pins, a gold pen- 
cil, a gold badge, ove gold link button, four gold 
sleeve buttons, a diamond pendant set with 
sapphires and pearls, a diamond hat pin, a 
gold flower pin, and a number of gola coins 
amounting in value to $10. A diamond ring 
valued at $350 was also found, and this is be- 
lieved to be one stolen from Mrs. Davis. 

The thief proved to be a man who had regis- 
tered at the hotel yesterday as J. BKB. Buck. He 
refused to give his nawe at the police station, 
and suggested that the officers might call him 
Joseph Brown. In his roem at the hotel was 
found a sachel containing about 50 keys,a 
number of them skeletons, which showed that 
he was an expert in the business. A number of 
pawn tickets for jewelry pawned in New-York 
and Philadelphia were alsoin the sachel, but 
there was nothing toshow whothe man is or 
where he came from. He was arraigned in the 
Police Court to-day. Mrs. Potter appeared 
against him,and he was held for further ex- 
amination. 

Buck is thought to be the same man who 
helped himself on Friday night to the valuables 
of Miss Alice Taylor and Miss Laura Rudesill of 
“The Little Tycoon” company, in Guy’s Hotel, 
at Baltimore. At that time the ladies left in 
their room a watch in a box on the bureau, and 
some jewelry in a box. Miss Kudesill also 
left her purse. The door was locked, 
and they took the key to the theatre 
with therm, When they returned they 
found their trunks open and their clothing seat- 
tered about on the fioor. The puree was left, 
but all the money in it was taken. Three boxes 
had been opened, but no dresses were taken. 
Willard G. Spenser’s room on the next floor 
below had aiso been ransacked and his valu- 
ables stolen. At Pepper's the room of Miss 
Aunie Pomeroy was rubbed on the same even- 
ing. 

Buck appears to bave followed theatrical com- 
Panies in his pilfering work, and to have gone 
on frem Baltimore 10 Washington. His plan 
was to get @ thorough knowledge of the rooms 
he intended to rob, and then do his work with 
inarvelous celerity. Buck is about 21 yearsold, 
has asmooth and rather handsome face, and 
dresses very neatly. 





KUINBD Al IWENTY. 


A YOUNG FORGER WHO WAS POPULAR 
IN SOCIAL CIRCLES. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 6.—Samuel 8, Ford, a 
young man of 20, who has been a prominent 
and popular figure in social and religious circles 
in Kankakee, IL, is credited with having exe- 
cuted a@ number of clever fergeries on tie 
American Exchange National Bank of this city. 
About $4,000 worth of checks have already 
been repudiated and others are thought to be 
out. Ford obtained a number of blank checks 
on the American Exchange National Bank to 
whieh were forged the signature of T.- W. 
Harvey, a Chicago lumberman. The certify- 
ing stamp of the bank was counterfeited on 
the baek. These ehecks he took to Kankakee, 
and on ‘Cuesday presented one at the Citizeus’ 
Bank and got $800, one at the First National 
uud received $700.and one to W. R. Hiekox, 
from whom he obtained its face value, $700. 
From Kankakee he took a train the same fore- 
noon for Champaign, where he was well known, 
having been a university student there. He 
began work at once and cashed two of the checks 
tor $800 and $700, Buraham, Prevett-& Mattes 
and the National Bank of that town being the 
victims. This made $3,700 in one day, and he 
stopped, ' 

Since 9 o’clock Tuesday night, when he was 
last seen about town, he has net been heard of, 
Itis evident, however, that Ford cashed checks 
bearing Harvey’s signature before that, for two 
ferged checks with the certification of deposit 
written across the face in red ink came in from 
the Clearing House Monday and were promptly 
rejected. 

The first intimation the bank had of the forger- 
ies was last Saturday, when one ef the clerks 
of a jewelry house inquired regarding tho same 
kind of a check, certified Nov. 28. lt had been 
offered for $900 worth of goods and $300 in 
money. The firm refused to accept the check 
until if had been investigated, and the young 
mman who presented it departed’ Ford’s father 
is a large stock raiser in Champalgn County.

THE 
BUSINESS DISCUSSED. 
FIVE MEMBERS WHO HAVE MADE 183 
SPEECHES IN 23 DAYS—MOLLOY IN 
JAIL—THE MOUNTMORRES MURDER. 

LONDON, Dec. 6.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Mr. Edward Harrington asked 
Mr. Balfour whether there was any guarantee 
that persons collecting evidence in Ireland for 
the Parnell Commission would not be interfered 
with by the police. Mr. Balfour, in reply, said 
that no one would be prevented from collecting 
evidence. 

Mr. Labouchére moved an adjournment in or- 
der to diseuss the bad state of public business. 
It was a disgrace, he maintained, that Parlia- 
ment was still debating the estimates. He de- 
nied that it had been due to obstruetions, for 
there had been none by the Opposition. 

Mr. Henry Chaplin, Conservative, said that it 
Was not surprising that Mr. Labouchére felt it 
necessary to revert to the matter of blocking 
public business. The real cause of the block 
was the fact that certain mombers insisted upon 
talking to such an extent that if all availed 
themselves of the same right it would render 
business impossibie. Five members of the Op- 
position had within 23 working days of the ses- 
sion made 183 speeches. Mr. Labouchére him- 
self had made 43 speeches, and those illustrious 
members, Messrs. Conybeare and Tanner, had 
made 30 and 38, respectively. (‘* Hear! hear!’’] 

Mr. Smith declared that the discussion on the 
estimates had exceeded all previous experienee, 
and that the Government would be compelled 
to make new arrangements in order to take up 
the estimates earlier in the session. The mo- 
tion was withdrawn. 

When the vete fer criminal prosecution in 
Ireland came up for discussion, Sir William Ver- 
nen Hareourt commented strongly on criminal 
procedure ia Ireland, where, he said, the Queen's 
subjects might be slain almost with impunity. 
The Goverument, in addition to falling te in- 
stitute an inquiry, placed every obstacle in the 
way ofan inguiry being made. Refuting simi- 
lar charges brought by Mr. Balfour againat the 
Giadstone Government,’the speaker said that 
even if the charges were true it would only 
prove that the traditions of the Irish Govern- 
ment had always been evil. 

Mr. Balfour adhered to his statement against 
the Gladstone Government. He contended that 
Coroner’s juries in Ireland were often nothing 
but a conspiracy to assassinate, and that the 
Governwent would be parties to that conspira- 
ey if when they knew a jury to be corrupt they 
allowed the matter to goon. He concluded by 
vigorously denouncing agitators who incited the 
people to attack the police. 

Mr. Dillon challenged Mr. Balfour to prove the 
latter assertion by a single instance. 

The Chairman here interposed, saying the 
gentiemen were digressing from the subject un- 
der consideration. 

Mr. Shaw-Lefevre (Liveral) moved to reduce 
the vote fer criminal prosecutions. He oriti- 
cised as unjust convictions tor boycotting in 
cases Where censpiracy had not been proved. 
His motion was rejected by a vote of 157 to 76. 

Upon the reassembling of the Parnell Com- 
mission to-day Patrick Molloy, who had been 
arrested in Dublin-for refusing to obey the 
subpcena calling upon him to give evidence, 
was brought befers the Justices, who eommitted 
him to prison until further orders. Justice 
Hannen intimated that the commission pro- 
posed to take Molloy’s evidence to-morrow. 

A laborer named Burke was called upen to 
testify. He stated that at meetings in Clonbar 
ofthe branch of the League ef which he was a 
member it was decided that Lord Mountmorres 
should be done away with. A preposal to do 
away with Lynch was rejected. On the day of 
the murder a member of the League uamed 
Sweeney asked witness to assist in killing Lord 
Mountmorres. The witness refused. On the 
evening of that day anotber member of the 
League told witness that he expected Lord 
Mountmorres would be put away that night. 
Witness afterward promised Sweeney, Mulroe, 
Fallon, and Murphy, all members of the League, 
that he might assist them in doing away with 
Lord Mountmorres. Laterin the night he saw 
Mulroe, who had besu wounded ia the nand. 
Muiroe said that he had dene away with Lord 
Mountmorres. 

On cross-examination witness said he 
couldn’t swear thatthere was a branch of the 
League at Clonbar before the murder. There 
was some kind of a branch, but it might have 
been a secret society, the same which the wit- 
ness had joined 14 0rl5 years ago. He could 
not remember the name of the society. He 
promised that he might assist in the murder be- 
cause he did not hke to give # bad answer, but 
he could net say that his promise was owing to 
ab oath he bad taken, 

The commission to-day decided te adjourn 
from the 14th inst. for one month, iistead of 
from Deo. 7 to Jan. 15, as was agreed upon yes- 
terday. . 

The subscriptiens to the fund to aid Mr. Par- 
nell in his litigation with the Zimmes amounts to 
$24,500. 

Mr. John Dillon, replying to an address pre- 
sented to him by 155 Liberal members ef the 
House of Commons, said that the sympathy of 
the Liberals would do more than all the haag- 
men to abolish agrarian orime in Ireland. 

In the House of Lords to-day the Ashbourne 
bill passed its third reading. 

A farmer named Cunningham was murdered 
to-day near Banbridge, Ireland. The crime re- 
sulted from agrarian troubles. Three persons 
have been arrested in connection with the 
affair.

SOME INTERNATIONAL QUESTIONS. 
THE RELATIONS OF GERMANY AND 
FRANCE AND ITALY AND FRANCE. 

BERLIN, Dee. 6.—The North German Ga- 
zette denies that German officers are acting as 
spies in France. The paper mentions 13 French 
officerg who were staying in Germany on the 
pretense of studyiug the language and who 
were expelled between Sept. 22° and Nov. 17, it 
having been discovered that their real object 
was to gain information concerning German 
military affairs, The French Government, the 


Gazetle declares, had been officially informed 
that the presence of French officers in Germany 
waa not desired, and expresses the hope that 
in the future there will be a better compliance 
with the notification, 


Ror, Dec. 6.—In the Senate to-day Gen. 
Corti asked what the intentions of the Govern- 
ment were regarding Massowahb, and for in- 
formation as to the relations between Italy and 
France. 

Signor Crispi, the Prime Minister, said that 
the expedition tothe Red Sea was undertaken 
when he was not in power. Still he did not 
think the Government would abandon Mas- 
sowah. Should it do so the place would be im- 
mediately occupied by another power. Italy 
desired svlely to exercise a civilizing mission, 
and did not aspire te conquests. 

In regard to the relations between France and 
Italy Signor Crispi said: “Our relations with 
France, which lately were not entirely satis- 
factory, are now not only good, but cordial and 
friendly. Nothing justifies the supposition that 
@ War with Franee is probable or near. Never- 
theless, in view of the situation througheut 
Europe, Italy cannot dream of disarming. On 
the contrary, Owing to her special position and 
her engagements, she must labor to perfect her 
armaments.” 


Be SURES ee 
THE BOULANGISTS ALARMED. 
PREMIER FLOQUET MAKES A SIGNIFI- 
CANT STATEMENT IN THE CHAMBER. 
Paris, Dec. 6.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties this evening M. Laroze, whe is a friend of 
M. Ferry, and who favors severe anti-Boulangist 
measures, having intimated his desire to move 
a vote of lack of confidence in the Cabinet, 
Premier Floquet said the Government was quite 


ready to meet him. M. Laroze replied that he 
would intreduce his motion at the proper time, 

In the course of his speech the Premier an- 
nounced that the Ministry were engaged in 
drafting a bill of the highest importanee, which 
would soon be introduced. This statement 
created anxiety in the Boulangistranks. The 
Boulangists believe that the proposed bill is a 
measure for their suppressier, 

During the sitting M. Susini and M. Basly had

ward settled by arbitration. 

Mr. Dubarail, the head of Prince Victor's 
committee, has issued a manifesto in which he 
Says that his party is willing that any alliance 
giving the popular voice should e¢hoose the Gov- 
ernment, but that a plebiscite should be taken 
before the election of members of the Assem- 
bly.

THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 
DEBATING THE INSURANCE BILL IN THE 
REICHSTAG. 

BERLIN, Dec. 6.—The President of the 
Reichstag to-day introduced a bill providing 
for the erection of a national monument to 
William I. 

The election for member of the Lanatag by the 
Sixth Electoral College resulted in tlfe success 
of Herr Herrfurtb, Minister of the Interior, who 
received 202 votes, aguinst 133 cass for Herr 
Schneider, Liberal. 

The Industrial Insurance bill was debated in 
the Reichstag to-day. Herr von Boetticner, 
Minister of State, made a speech in support of 
the measure, and promised to consider all 
amendments that might be made. He stated 
that the gaonsummation ef the measure would 
afford the Enaperer the greatest happiness, as 
it would strengthen internal peace and conduce 
to the welfare of the empire. He expressed the 
hepe that throughout the debate the Relchstag 
would adopt the motto, ‘‘ Love thy brethren.” 

Herr Crillenberger, following Minister von 
Boetticher, on bebaif of the Socialist Demo- 
orats, said he did not share in the Minister’s ex- 
aggerated hopes, but would assist to carry the 
bill. Several modificatiens, however, would be 
required. 

Baron Marschall briefly replied. He said that 
in his opiniom the bill would do more for the 
working classes in one year than the Socialists 
had ever done. 


LONDON, Dec. 7.—The Times’s Berlin dis- 
patch says Prince Bismarck is piqued becanse of 
England and the Windthorst party being in the 
fore front ef the anti-slavery crusade. The 
Chancellor is not desirous that the latter should 
gain political prestige thereby, and is therefore 
— his whole energies to the African ques- 
tion. 


THE VATICAN’S TROUBLES. 

Rome, Dec. 6.—Mgr. Deligni, the Papal 
aelegate to China, will leave soon for tnat coun- 
try. He is charged with the settlement of the 
diplomatic relations between the Vatican and 
the autherities at Pekin.

BRUSSELS, Dec. 6.—The strike movement 
is increasing and the strikers are everywhere 
beeoming reckless. An attempt was made to- 
day to wreck atrain on the Halonviere-Juste 
Railway, dynamite catridges being placed on 
the track. Fertunately the cartridges were dis- 
covered in time to prevent a disaster. An at- 
tempt to blow up a manufactory at Morlanwelz 
with dynamite also failed. 


VIENNA, Dec. 6.—Gendarmes to-day dis- 
covered that the rails were loosened near Gruss- 
bach just in time to stop a mali train en which 
were 250 passengers from Vienna to Prague.

THAT BURSTED STEEL GUN 
CAUSE OF THE 


THE DISAS- 
TER TO BE INVESTIGATED. 
ITS BUILDERS CLAIM IT WAS WEAK-~- 
ENED BY THE NAVAL OFFICERS— 
AN INTERVIEW WITH DR. GATLING. 

PitrsBuRG, Penn., Dec. 6.—The Pittsburg 
Steel Casting Company will not cast another 
gteel gun, unless the thorough investigation 
which will be made of the parts of the bursted 
gun develops a cause of weakness which con'd 
be avoided in the manufacture of others. Ex- 
cepting, probably, the damage caused by the 
bursting of the gun, the entire expense attend- 
ing the casting, finishing, and testing it was in- 
curred by the Pittsburg company. The Govern- 
ment, it is believed, will assume responsibility 
for the damage done by the explesion, but. the 
ameunt involved is insignificant in somparison 
with the company’s loss. 

William Hainsworth, who superintended 
every detail relating to the design, casting, and 
shipping of the big gun until ite delivery to the 
Government, was seen at his oflice by the cor- 
respondent of THE TIMES this afternoon. He 
was suffering frem a severe cold, eontracted 
during his trip home from Annapolis last night. 
He was asked if he could assign any reason for 
the failure of the gun, and said: 

“Before expressing a decided opinion I will 
wait until the test of the metal ts made. I be- 
lieve, however, that the gnn was seriously 
weakened by the tempering and attempt to 1m- 
prove it by the Government officials. If we had 
finished it here at our works in the same man- 
ner in which we treat other steel castings [ 
have no doubt that the result would have been 
different.” 

Mr. Hainsworth was then asked if he weuld 
make anether gua, and he replied: “No! no! 
I’ve had enough. I do not think steel cast guns 
have been proved a failure, but I want po mors 
for some time at least.” 

W. T. Sanger, another member of the firm, 
said: ‘The test was fair iu every respect. The 
fractures did not show any inditation of weak- 
ness, which adds to our surprise, It was an ex- 

eriment. Ap examination of the metal may 

evelop the cause of failure, show where wea 
erred in the constructien of the Hainsworth 
gun, and enabdle us to rectify the trouble. 
Whether we will attempt to cast another gun 
remains with Mr. Hainsworth. He engineered 
the casting of the ether gun, and if he san make 
any improvement in the method he may decide 
to try itagain. He claims that the treatment 
the gun received at the hands of the Gevern- 
ment ofticiala weakenedit. If tests which we 
will make bear out this theory he may not 
abandon hope; otherwise we muat repeat our 
firat impression that heavy cast ordnance is not 
a@ success.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—There has never 
been much enthusiasm among the Navy De- 
partment officers over the big gun of Besse- 
mer cast steel which was tested at Annapolis 
yesterday, and the signal failure of that 
test has given @& very perceptible black eye 
te the hopes ef those who did think the use of cast- 
steel guns might be feasible. Tbe official repert 
of the test has not yet been received at the de- 
partment, but the published reports have satla- 
fied most of the officers that big cast-steel gune 
cannot be substituted for more expensive built- 
up cast-steel ordnance. (ast steel, they say, 
cannot be given the elasticity or the ten- 
sile strength required in great guns, and 
there is not much hope that the open-hearth 
steel gun, which still remains to be tested, will 
prove more acceptable than the Bessemer gun 
which was blown into fragments on the second 
round. The open-hearth steel gun was made 
by the Standard Steel Casting Company of 
Thurlow, near Chester, Penn., and has been 
ready for testing some time. Its test will now 
have to be postponed until the damage done by 
yesterday’s explosion is repaired, and if, as is 
feared, the gun carriage Will need to be brought 
here for repairs, the delay will be a leng one. 

The crucibile-steel gun which it was proposed 
to have constructed when the contracts for the 
Bessemer and open-hearth guns were iet has 
never been built, as there were no bidders for 
the work. One of the department oflicers said 
to-day that even if the gun tried yesterday had 
stood the test it would not have fellowed tht 
cast-steel guns would satisfy the needs of ties 
service. The Beasemer gun was to give its pro- 
jectile a velocity of 2,000 feet at the muzzle, 
but there were already demands for a very 
much higher initial velocity, and it was not he- 
lieved that the necessary improvements in cast 
steel could keep up with the demands for a 
steady increase in velocity. 











In speaking yesterday of the bursting of the 
Pittsburg cast steel gun Dr. Gatling said: “In 
the interview with me published in your paper 
on Sept. 3, 1888, in regard to my method of 
casting heavy ordnance, you will note that [ 
state as follows: 

“One or two attempts have been made in this 
country to make solid steel guns by eastiny 
huge ingots ef steel and boring them out. From 
a scientific standpoint there are serious objec 
tions to the method, the chance for imperfections 
largely predominating,’ &c. 

** The bursting of the Pittaburg gun occasions 
me no surprise, but on the contrary is an added 
proof that my views on this subject are correct, 
and that My method is the oniy practical one 
for making heavy ordnance. My invention is 
based upon @ complete departure from the 
method and materiais used in making the Pitts- 
burg gun. In the first place I will use only the 
highest grade of steel in Conjunction with other 
metals whose admixture will promote the ten- 
sile strength and elasticity, the important ele- 
ments required in ordnance of high power. 

“The Pittsburg gun Was cast as a solid block or 
ingot and cooled, as castings ordinarily 
from the exterior, the result being necessarily 
that the centre was spongeous and soft. ihe 
centre was bored out to produce the bore of the 
gun. While itssoft and spengy condition may 
have appeared to have been a benefit ro the 
manutacture of the gun, yet the result was 
that the softest part of the metal was at the 
interior where the greatest strain takes place, 
and the hardest part of the gun was at the ex- 
terior, and it did not have the elasticity required 
to overcome the vibrations caused in the metal 
by the explosien of the charge. 

“In making my gun I overcome ali these 
objections by casting my metal around a central 
cere. This core and the method in whieh [ cast 
my guns are 80 arranged, and my method eof 
pouring all toxether procure the gun to be made 
with walls of equal thickness, and the metal to 
be homogoneous and perfect in every part. 
When cast [cool the gun at the interior and 
maintain the exterior at a high temperature. 
The result of this is that the meal 
at the interior becomes forged by its own 
action and the creating of a hard = re- 
sisting arch onthe exterior of the casting is 
avoided. By this means I obtain all that can 
be precured by the forging of the ateel, and L 
succeed in forging my gunin one plece rather 
than in many, and tbus securing the interior por- 
tion of the g¢metal surrounding the bore, to be 
harder, stronger, and capable of greater 
resistance to the effeet of the discharge 
than the exterior, and the outer portion 
of the metal being softer and more expansible 
than the interior, and the metal being of hich 
tensile strength and elaaticity I obtain all that 
is sought for and ali that the experience of pso- 
ple familiar with ordnance advises as being 
necessary. 

“The Gatling Ordnance Company, who are the 
owners of my patents, are about making two 
guns of, respectively, 10 and 12 inch calibre, 
whish, when eompleted, will be the best gune 
ever produced, and [ venture to predict that it 
will be impossible to burst them by the ordinary 
methods of firing."’ 
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“OLD HUTCH” WILL NOT TALK. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 6.—Board of Trade men 
who failed to make any money in the September 
wheat “squeeze” are chuckling to themselves 
over the way ‘“*Old Hutch” was taken in by his 
trusted youug broker, Frank H. Bates. “Old 
Hutch” does not knewthe amount of his Joss 
and says he don’t want to talk about it, and it’s 
nobody’s business, anyhow, as he can stand 
it. ‘‘Old Hutch’s” transactions on the board 
for the last six months have been very heavy, 
and in order to find the true amount of Bates’s 
profit it would be neceseary to check over trades 
in several hundred million bushels of wheat, a 
task that would require the services of an army 
of clerks fora montb. Charles W. Hutchinson 
says there is warrant for the rumors and the 
stories told in the newspapers, but the amouat 
of loss has been exaggerated. He owns tliat it 
may reach $5,000, but would not say any fur- 
ther. * Wedon’t know ourselves what the loas 
is,” he continued.

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PRESIDENT DEPEW TALKS 
HA WILL 


HE SAYS THAI RATES 


BE ADVANOED. 
TRUNK LINE PRESIDENTS, WITH 
ONE EXCEPTION, HAVE CONFERRED 


WITH HIM. 

There was an outspoken belief among 
trunk line officers in this city last night that the 
end of the rate troubles of their reads was 
very near. Some of them evon declared that 
to-day will see the formal announcement of a 
full restoration to the figures of the old tariffs 
on west-bound freight. This prophecy was 
eagerly accepted at the Windsor last night. 
Even the doubters contented themselves with 
saying that the oflicial news of an end of the 
war might be delayed fer a few days. 

President Chauncey M. Depew of the New- 
York Central was inclined to look at matters In 
a very hopeful light. He explained that every- 
thing was going on prosperously toward a set- 
tlement, althougn he denied the truth of a story 
that had been circulated in Wallstreet late in 
the afternoon that au important conference 
was going on at the Grand Central Btation, 
where Vice-President Thomson of the Pennsyl- 
vania, Vice-President Hayden, and Traffic Man- 
ager Guilferd of the New-York © antral, and 
Vice-President Felton of the Erie had sat them- 
selves down to ofliciaily agree upon a plan for 
the restoration of west-bound rates. Mr. De- 
pew explained that the meeting must have 
been the one held at Commissioner Fink’s office, 
where the Trunk Line Executive Committes 
met to discuss traffie questions, but not to settle 
upon a restoration of ra es. 

“J have seon the Presidents of all the trunk 
lines except one,” said Mr. Depew. ‘‘No, Mr. 
Roberts is not the one, L have seen him. Ail 
are agreed that the advance in rates is desir- 
able. In fact the trunk line Presidents ure 
more in accord than they have beén at any time 
tor a year. 

“We sball, pretty surely, advance rates very 
soon. The erder has not yet been issued, but I 
expect that it will be sent out within a week, 
surely. The restoration will be a full one to the 
regular tariff standard.” 

“How about the differentials to the weaker 
roads?” Mr. Depew was asked. 

« Ditterentiafs will be made according to the 
old arrangement. Pho mnin points of the agree- 
ment have been arranged, and now there only, 
remain minor conditions te be settled. While 
these conditions take time they are being ar- 
ranged now.” 

** Will another conference be held ?’ 

“It will not bea necessary to hold another 
meeting. If all agree to advance rates it can pe 
done without a meeting.” 

Mr. Depew was equally sanguine about the 
prospects fer an end of the troubles In rates at 
the Western end. ‘I guess the trunk lines East 
and West will be all right,” he said, “and when 
I say ‘I guess’ it’s abort so.” 

Goasip had it last night that the Lehigh Val- 
ley Road was the one whose President had 
failed to confer with Mr. Depew. tis not ex- 
pected, however, that the Lehigh Valley Cem- 
pany will stand in the way of the restoration of 
Yates. It was reported, also, that new cast- 
bound rates will soon be made, and that it had 
been practically settled that the rate on grain 
from Chicago to New-York would be 25 cents, 
with provisions at 30 cents, cattle at 221 cents, 
und dressed beef at 50 eents. Te Boston, via 
Montreal, the Grand Trunk would be allowed a 
five-cent differential on dressed beef and the 
Erie would get a similar allowance to New- 
York. A forty-elght-cent rate would be allewed 
the Nickle Plate. This was the way the gossips 
fixed the scale. 

If an order to advance west-bound rates is 
issued to-day the new tariffs cannot go into ef- 
fect unti! Dec. 17, the law requiring 10 days’ 
notico of an advance. 


MR. GOULD AND ATCHISON. 
Wall-street began to concern itself again 
yesterday over the relations of Jay Gould to 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa F6 Railroad. 
As Was stated 2 month ago in THE Timss Mr. 
Gould has for some time been an open buyer of 
the stock of the Atchison Company. This has 
beon regarded as remarkable in Wall-atreet, be- 
cause of the netoriousiy bad feeling between 
he Atchison management and Mr. Gould’s Misa- 
souri Pacific. The rivairy of those two sys- 
tems, more than any other reason, precipitated 
the bitter rate war in the Southwest. Mr. Gould 
has always insisted that the Atchison was 
guilty of bad tuith in building exiensions into 
Missouri Pacific territory. e 
Mr. Gould a year ago was quoted in Wall- 
street as saying to aspeculative follower; * Sell 
Atchison stock short if you want to get rich. 
It’s got te go all to pieces.” The Atchison quo- 
tation then was above par. Now it is selling for 
haif the price. Mr. Gould {ts known to havo 
purchasea threugh one Stock Exchange house 
having a braneh in Loston 50,000 shares of 
Atchison stock in one block. How mueh more 
he has bought is estimated only by the profes- 
sional guessers. A big crowd of Wall-street 
men profess to believe that he is after the con- 
trol of the company. There are 750,000 shares, 
however, and the amount of stock that can be 
raced to him is insignificant compared with 
what is needed for control. Mr. Gould himself 
gays he does not want to run the Atchison Com- 
pany. 


CaicaGco, Dec. 6.—A rumor is current on 
the Board of Trade that Jay Gonld has secured 
a controlling interest in the Atenison, Topeka 
aod Santa Fé Railroad. 

Boston, Dec. 6.—A report from Chicago 
is to the efiect that Jay Gould has obtained con- 
trol of the Atchison, Topeka andSanta Fé. Atch- 
ison people say there is no foundation for the

THE S800’S NEW BARGAIN. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 6.—The ag- 
gressive policy of the Soo line is constantly 
bringing some new advantage to the read, and 
as amatter of ceurse to the entire Nerthwest. 
Negotiations are just being cempleted for a 
close traflic arrangement with the Michigan 
Central, and through it with its great Eastern 
connection, the New-York Central. The route 
east via the Michigan Central is wenderfully 
direct. From Minneapolis to St. Ignace is 477 
miies, or about the same as the medium routes 
te Chicago, At St. Ignace there is only aneight- 
mile ferry straight to Mackinaw City, the ter- 
minus of the Michigan Central, which is almost 
exactly the same distance from Detrott 
as Chicago. From Detroit east the old Can- 
ada Southern, the short line to Buffalo and 
now apartofthe Michigan Central system, is 
used. At Mackinaw City Ierry a large iron 
transfer steamer previded with an ice breaker 
and carrying atrain load of ears, will make 
trips as often as required. By the arrangements 
with the Michigan Central the same rate is 
made from 8t. Ignace as from Chieago, thus 
giving the Soo and Minneapolis, via the Soo, ex- 
actly as good rates as can be had through Chica- 
go, but quite independent of that city. 

The importance to the Soo ef access to tho 
New-York Central system is very great, as it 
not only assures much extra business but gives 
shippers the cheice of two distinet routes to 
tide water.

MR. ARMOUR DISSATISFIED. 

CuHicaGo, Dec, 6.—The indications to-day 
were that Armour & Co.’s pretest against the 
adoption of the proposed new rates on dressed 
beef would net receive much consideration at 
the hands of the General Managers. It is at 


least certain that some of them have answered 
the communication in a rather caustic vein. 

As the increase of the percentage difference 
between the dressed beef and live cattle rate is 
the burden of Mr. Armour’s complaint he gives 
some of the roads an opportunity to charge him 
with inconsistency. It is a weil-known fact 
that during the long fight over the dressed beef 
tratiie two or tree of the reads maintained the 
tariff rate on live stock, never reducing even 
when the rate on dressed beef Went down to 7 
cents per 100 pounds. This was giving the 
dressed beef shippers a big advantage, but it 
seems he did not exhibit that spirit of appreeia- 
tion that might have been expected. In the 
case of Mr. Armour itis charged that instead 
of giving his business to the roads that made 
this concession he deliberately turned it over to 
lines that also reduced their live stock rates in 
the same proportion.

A HOME FOR AGED WOMEN.

A MIDNIGHT MURDER IN TROY. 
Troy, N. Y., Dec. 6.—George Downs, who 
keeps a saloon opposite the Burden Mill, shot 
and killed James Logan at abent 12 o’cleck last 
night in the saloon. The revolver used was of 
32 calibre, and the ball entered Logan’s right 
side, piercing the right lobe of the heart. Im- 
mediately after the shooting Downs threw 


away his revelver and went over to Dr. Har- 
vie’s office, whichis abouta block away from 
the scene of the murder, but be ore the physi- 
cian arrived Logan had died. The Coroner was 
summoned and he ordered the arrest of the 
murderer. Downs, when arrested, would only 
say that ‘‘he was my best friend,” practically 
admitting the crime, 

Downs, previous to his arrest, excitedly stated 
that the shooting was accidental. It is said, 
however, that Logan was unduly intimate with 
Downe’s wife ana that Downs killed him on this 
account. On the way to the station heuse 
Downs repeated to the officers that the skoot- 
ing was accidental, but refused to answer any 
questions put to him. Jealousy is supposed to 
have been the cause of the murder. 





TWO WORKMEN KILLED. 

BuFFALO, Dec. 6.— The sixth floor of 
Henry Diehl!’s malthouse gave way late this 
afternoon and crashed through into the cellar, 
bursting out the front wall of the building and 
burying the street under grain. Three men 
were carried down from the upper story. One 
escaped and the others were killed. The malt- 


house had been recently reconstructed, several 
stories added, and a large addition built. On 
the sixth fleor were the large iron steeping 
tanks, in which barley was soaking.

A DEATH-BED OONFESSION. 
DetTroitr, Dec. 6.—William Radiger of 
Kalamazoo makes public to-day a mostsensa 
tional confession, which he declares was made 
to him by a Chicago German named Heinrich 
Schaneo last May in Chicago. Schance, who 


was 70 years old and a well-to-do bridge 
builder, was on his death bed. His statement 
was as follows: 


“Tt was in 1844 that the crime of my life was 
committed. It has caused moe untold suffering ever 
since. One dark night my partner, ‘ Sugar’ Schultz, 
and myself robbed a barn in a suburb of Colverte, 
Prussia, of 100 bushels of rye. To throw off all 
por gery of robbery wereturned to the barn and 
set it on fire. A strong wind was blowing, and soon, 
to our horror, 100 houses aud stores were in flames. 
The village was burned to the ground. The suffer- 
ing that night was horrible, many mothers and 
children perishing in the fiames. Large rewards 
were offered forthe arrest of the perpetrators of 
the deed, but we were never caught. As people 
gathered at the fire we stole away through the 
woods. Iimmediately took a steamer for America, 
came to Chicago, and have been here ever since. 
My partner was @ braver criminaithanI. He re- 
mained and is atill living in Colverte, Prussia, 
where heis & wealthy merchant. Now I feel better, 
but be sure and communicate this contession to the 
German officials.” 


The confession has been sworn to by Radiger 


and sent to the German Consul, Volike, at Cin- 
cinnati. 





AFTER A FAMILY SQUABBLE. 

AuaustTa. Ga., Dec. 6.—Fred Pfaff, whose 
father is P resident of the German Savings Bank 
of New-York City, has for several years been a 
resident of this city. He came here frem the 
West, where he served in the cavalry branch of 
the United States Army and was a valians In- 
dian fighter. He eame here to visit relatives 
and fell in love with Miss Parr of this city, 
married her, and upto a week ago had been a 
resident here. They did not live happily, and 
numerous domestic misunderstandings result- 
ed.

THRE FBDERATION OF LABOR, 
PrrTspurG, Penn., Dec. 6.—The third an- 
nual convention of the American Federation of 
Labor, to be held at St. Louisa, commencing on 
next Tuesday, promises to be ono of the most 
important labor meotings held this vear. Espe- 
cial interest attaches to the conventien, as the 


Federation has made such wenderful strides 
within a comparatively recent time. A couple 
of years ago, with but a few members, it was 
alluded to as the infant rival of the Knights of 
Labor. To-day it has 625,000 members and it 
is thought nearly 100,000 will be added at the 
coming convention by the admission of all the 
organized miners.

The opening states that the Alliance has made 
the Minneapolis Millers’ Association a thing of 
the past and thatit has greatly reduced railroad 
rates, although the gripof corporate powers is by 
no m6ans relaxed. Continuing, itsays that 20,000 
railroad employes are organizing practically for 
the control and impoverishment of the farmers 
of Minneseta and the destruction of the Alli- 
ance, Here the committes denounces the head 
of the Minneapolis and Pacific Railway, who is 
a@ candidate for the Sermatorsbip. They claim 
that the omnes? has issued over $4,000,000 
of “income ¢ertiticates,” for which they say 
there does not seem to 
of honest money paid. They ask. that 
no man be given a elerkship in the 
Senate or House whose character is not above 
suspicion. They cite the forgery committed 
two years ago upon House file Ne. 157. Con- 
tinuing, they urge the coming meeting of the 
State Alliance to appoint a committees that will 
eorrespond with agricultural sections of other 
States of the Union, with a view to holding a 
national convention, and the establishment of 
@ natienal organization te resist aggressions of 
railroad companies, to fight pools, trusts, and 
combinations, and stamp out watered stock and

A FUGITIVE PRESIDENT. 

Hartrorp, Conn., Dec. 6.—The opinion is 
expressed by Insurance Commissiener Fyler 
that the indicted President of the Continental 
Life Insurance Company, James S. Parsons, 
who eseaped trial a few months ago by fleeing 
from the State, is not out of the eountry. He is 
confident that the fugitive is not in Canada, 
where the defaulting President of the Charter 
Oak Life, George M. Bartholomew, has been 
living in security for two years. The Commis- 
sioner suspects that Parsons is in hidingin New- 
York City. The indictment against him is of 
the same nature as the one on which Col. Rob- 
ert E. Beecher, the Secretary of the company, 
was brought into court, but was not tried, the 
State Attorney and the Judge deciding that the 
proof in the possession of the State was insuf- 
ficient. Perjury was charged in making false 
affidavits concerning the condition of the com- 
pany. It was beid by the court that there was 
ne legal proof showing that the affidavits were 
made. Parsons could escape on the same ruling, 
so far as his present indictment is concerned. 
In spite of the fact that other indictments 
could be secured against him, there are influ- 
ential friends ef the fugitive who say he will 
ba,aek tn the State again, meaning that he wiil 
in the end be allowed to eseape trial. In this 
connection Commissioner Fyler says that the 
law can be satisfied only when President Par- 
sons is in the State prison at Wethersfield.

A NEW LABOR ORGANIZATION. 


T. B. BARRY PREPARING TO FOUND THE 
BROTHERHOOD OF UNITED LABOR. 


CurcaGo, Dec. 6.—Lhe “ Brotherhdod of 
United Labor’ will be the name of the new 
organization that T. B. Barry of Eaét Saginaw, 
Mich., is preparing to found. -From private 
letters to his friends in Chicago it appears that 
this new order has some prospect of success. 
It is insisted that the organizers are starting on 
an entirely indopendent plan for the purpose 
of forming a new labor society and not 


for the purpose of breaking up the Knights of 
Labor, and it is hoped by tia that thereby 
one of the prineipal sources of failure of all the 
rebellions among the Knights will be avoided. 
Barry bas prepared and is about to issue an 
address which he has sent to his friends in 
Chicago before publishing it at his home. In 
this address Barry says his sole idea is to 
place labor on a ‘decent basis,” where cliques 
and rings cannot destroy the work of years. 
The new order, lie says, will maintain friendly 
organizations of legitimate labor, draw the 
lines closely on ‘‘ scabs,” urge co-operation and 
insist upon its members “giving fair manufact- 
turers preference when purchasing the neces- 
saries of life.” It will favor ‘land, currency, 
and transportation reform.” It will alse atrive 
for ‘*the reduction of the hours ef labor to eight 
per day, the prohibition of child labor, 
aliolition of the contract system in the employ- 
ing of convicts, abolition of the contract system 
on National, State, and municipal works, pro- 
hibition of foreign labor under contract, and 
purifieation of our pelitics through the adoption 
of the Australian system of voting.” 

Barry’s friends here say that what money 1s 
raised by dues, &¢., will be kept in the local or- 
ganizations and the national officers will be sup- 
ported by the sale of thenecessary stationery. 
Among the trades which they say will join the 
“ Brotherhoovl” are the workers In the textile 
industries,especially the carpet weavers in New- 
York, composing what used to be District Assem- 
bly No. 126 of the Knights of Labor, known as 
Morrison’s district and numbering about 1,000; 
District No. 68, composed of shirtmakers and 
linen workers near Troy and Gloversville, N. 
Y.; about 12,000 miners in Pennsylvania who, 
under the leadership of Master Workman Lewis, 
have left the Knights of Labor; District Assem- 
biy, No 130, of Boston, composed of piano var- 
nishers and finishers, and the stock yards and 
packing house employes of Chicago, Kansas 
City, Omaha, and other packing centres, num- 
bering over 15,000 men.

LAWYERS SsTILL FIGHTING IN THE 
COURTS FOR THE CREDITORS. 

CuicaGco, Dee. 6.—When the Lindauer 
case eameup before Judge Tuley this morning 
Attorney Stein said: “I am informed, your 
Honor, that a motion is now being argued be- 
fore Judge Horten on behalfof the Receiver, 
B. Kuppenheimer, appointed in the case of 
Greef & Co. and others against Lindauer 
Brothers & Co., for an order on Deputy-Sheriff 
Burke to turn over to the Reeeiver all the 


beoks, papers, checks, and other documents 
of the firm, which were placed in his 
hands by the county court. Inasmuch as 
the question of the jurisdiction of the county 
court bas not been passed upon by this court, 
I think it manifestly unjust to the county court 
for any order to be entered in the case at this 
time, and I weuld respectfully ask your Honor 
to request Judge Horton not to hear any argu- 
nents On the motion, unless it be here in con- 
junction with your Honor.” 

“We will suspena fer a few minutes,” sald 
Judge Tuley, ‘“‘and Iwill go inte Judge Her- 
con court room and consult with him person- 
ally. 

Attorney Mayer appsared for Judge Prender- 
gast and entered a protest against the court 
making any order in the case. 

The hearing was then suspended while Judge 
Horton consulted with Judge Tuley. When the 
session was resumed Judge Horton suggested 
that the papers remain in the custody of the Dep- 
uty Sheriff, but that the Receiver be allowed ac- 
cess to them. This was not satisfactory to either 
side. On behalf of the Receiver it was urged 
that he needed the use of them without re- 
striction, and on behalf of the county court 
and the unsecured creditors, that the object in 
getting at the papers was to destroy evidence. 

Judge Horton then said it was unnecessary 
to proceed further, as he would refuse at pres- 
ent to make any orderin the case out of court- 
esy te the county court. This matter being set- 
tled Stein resumed his argument before Judge 
Tuley, Judge Horton also being en the bench. 
Mr. Stein had not concluded his argument when 
the court took a recess. 


SUIOIDE OF A OLERGYMAN. 

OsweEaGo, N. Y., Dec. 6.—No local happen- 
ing has so stirred up this town in a long time as 
the disappearance of the Rey. William Parker, 
for 12 years Rector of Christ Episcopal Church 
in this city. Evidence was produced to-day that 
conclusively proves that he committed suicide 
by drowning, and it appears that he put off his 
robes after conducting services on Friday last, 
St. Andrew’s Day, and went from the church 
directly to the river, and during the noon hour 
plunged into the stream from a stone abutment 
underneath a bridge upon which there were 
probably 100 people at the time, A derby hat 
found floating tn the water has been identified 
as belonging to the missing man by members of 
his family. He was a man of undoubted scholar- 
ship and eluquence, with a heart full of charity. 
Wishing to keep up appearances on his small 
salary, and being extremely sensitive, he was 
obliged to borrow money from friends, and he 
found himself unable to meet his obligations. 
His creditors pressed him very hard, it seems, 
and a wealthy member of his congregation sued 
him on the day of his disappearance to reeover 
on a note for $175. This was undeubtedly the 
chief of several eauses that combined to de- 
throne his reason. A vigoreus search is being 
prosecuted for the body. His firsts church was 
in Brooklyn. 








HE DEFIED THE OFFICERS. 

LOUISVILLE, Dec. 6.—An effort was made 
Jast night to arrest Harrison Hogan, a wealthy 
farmer, three miles above Jeffersonville, Ind., 
on & Warrant sworrg eut by his divorced wife. 
He took refuge on a flatboat in the river, where 
he had a barricade well stocked with arms and 
ammunition, and defied Deputy Sheriffs Linck 
and Howell. A fight ensued, Hogan using a 
shotgun and firing through loopholes in his 
barricade, and the officers their revolvers frem 
& drift pileon the bank. At night they went 
into the weods on the bank for consultation. 
Hogan got quietly ashore and surprised them 
with ashot inte aclump of bushes where they 
were building a fire. They took refuge behind 
trees, and the fight cantinued urtil Hogan “got 
the drop” on Howell, wher an armistice was 
agreed upon. The officers returned te Jefferson- 
ville and a party of four were sent out to make 
the arrest. They had not succeeded at last 
accounts. 


MURDERED BY HER HUSBAND. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 6.—The 
charred and dismembered remains of a woman 
were found in the ruins of a cottage which was 


burned at Dayten, Tenn., this morning. The 
body was found to be that of Mrs. Tom Gaun, 
and her husband is under arrest charged with 
killing her with an axe and then firing the 
house. Tne verdict of the Coroner’s jury was 
to that effect.

I notice in your issue of Nov. 30 an allusion 
to “yellow fever ships.” Permit moe to say that 
this is a new idea. ‘‘Before the war” we had no 
such belief, The Preble had the African fever on 
board in 1844 or thereabouts, and lost many officers 
and men. The Vandalia had the yellow fever on 
beard in 1845 at San Domingo, (of a very bad type, 
yoo} and I came homein the frigate Raritan in 
1847 from the Gulf of Mexico, with more than 200 
cases of yellow fever on board, yet none of these 
ships had a bad name afterward. I could cite many 
other cases if necessary. 

The worst thing you can do to asailor is to make 
him afraid of his ship. yhat with the Signal 
Service warnings and other ‘ soldierly” warnings 
in the newspapers, we shall soon have only fair. 
weather sailors, indeed. In point of fact, the time 
fora training ship to go toseais when a gale is 
coming on! You might as well try to make a sailor 
by making him seek a port “ when it blows hard” 
as to teach aladtoride by making him dismount 
when the horse commences to trot! The sailor has 
superstitions enough without any a:d from the 
papers. My experience tells me that the reckless 
sailor isthe only sailor worth a “continental” in 
danger.

Devillérs. She came to this city from Washing- 
ton last August and boarded for several weeks 
with a private family on East Second-street. 
She represented herself as a French tutor, ad- 
vertised for pupils, and opened a French school 
at 72 West Church-street, which she rented. It 
was poorly patronized and this seemed to werry 
her a great deal. She was often despondent, and 
was to all appeurances in destitute circum- 
stances. She made a few friends here, who state 
that she was of a quiet, gentle disposition, and 
very sweet-tempered. She frequently spoke vf 
her unfortunate condition and hard struggle. 

Finding that she could not make a success of 
her school, she left for New-Yo k Saturday. 
She said that she wanted to consult with the 
French Consul relative to friends of bers who 
had been in New-York and in regard toa sister 
living in Franee, She also said she weuld ask 
him to help her obtain a position as school 
teacher. She appeared to bea a woman of un- 
usual intelligence, dressed in the plainest man- 
ner, and was supposed to be 45 years of age. 
At one time she said that her family was of 
aristocratic lineage, but that it had been sadly 
broken up.

After frightening Daiy into putting 
up his hands, he was to be boand and eblero- 
formed, if necessary. If no money was found 
on him he was to be held until he 
paid his own ransom with a check for 
$25,000. _ The Plan apparently faiied 
through Daly’s unexpected reiuctanee te 
throw up his bands. Inspector Byrnés does 
not think that Meredith intended to shoot, bat 
that In the excitement of the moment he 
pressed too hard on the trigger of his revolver, 
which was a self-cocking ene. 

The Inspector says that he will be able to 
prove this story in court and oat of the mouth 
of one of the actors themsélves. Da!y’s rela- 
tion of the occurrence is thus substantially 
confirmed. The prisoners will be arraigned 


before Justice Gorman, in the Jefterson Market 
Police Court, to-day. 





HE ESCAPES THE GALLOWS. 

ATLANTA, Dec. 6.—Four times a gallows 
was built upon which to hang Herry Blackman, 
a Sohley County negro, who was again saved 
from death by the clemency of Gov. Johu B. 
Gurdun. The case illustrates the uncertainty 
of capital punishment in Georgia even when a 
negro’s neck is in peril. Blackman escaped 
hanging on his first conviction by an appeal to 
the Supreme Court, from which tribuasi he 
secured @ new trial.

IN THE RAILROADS FAVOR. 
|ANOTHER DECISION BY THE ELEVATED 
RAILROAD CONDEMNATION BOARD. 

Yesterday’s session of the commission 1n 
glevated railroad condemnation proceedings 

veloped a few interesting features. Counsel 
for James Renwick, the owner of the property 
and rights sought to be condemned, presented 
the form of repert in the case of the Forty-sec- 
ond-street property that had been prepared 
some time last week by one of the attorneys for 
the elevated ‘railroad company, and asked tho 
Commissioners to sign it. He said he wanted 
to appeal from the findings of the Commission- 
ere and wanted the recora perfected for that 
purpose. No fault was found with the record 
itself, for it had been prepared by the attorneys 
Yer the railroad company, but Mr, Rapallo ob- 
fectea to the signing of the report because he 
wished to consult his partner, Mr. Davies, who 
was absent in Albany, as to whether the cases 
fa which but afew paresis of property were in- 
yolyed a report should be made upon each 
separate award, or a report covering all the 

roperty involved in any single proceeding. 
Fie admitted that it was their intention to have 
the record made up as rapidly as the awards 
were wade in the cases in which several parcels 
were involved. : 

Mr. Peckham urged the immediate signing of 
the report, because if it was not signed it would 
delay his appeal to another General Term at 
least two months. The preparation and pre- 
gentation of the report by plaintifi’s lawyors 
amounted to a stipulation to proceed in this 

auner, making a report upon each award. 
Besides, the statutes required them to make & 

eparate award on each parcel ef preperty, and 

y implicatien this called for a separate report 
upon each award. Commissioners Lyon and 
Armstrong held that there could be an inde- 
pendent report on each award only by agree- 
ment of counsel. Mr. Peckham protested 
against any such ruling, and showed thatif it 
was insisted upon the ownera would be at the 
mercy of the raiiroad eorporation. In some of 
the cases already begun, and in which the pres- 
sent Commissioners were appeinted, it would 
take over two years to reach a final award 
upon the hundred pieces of property invelved, 
pnd if this ruling were upheld the company 
would only need to mass the remaining 10,000 
parcels in one proceeding to prevent a final 
adjudication of al! the cases until the dawn of 
the twenty-second century. 

Commissioner Loew held that there had been 
@ general understanding that there should bea 
reportcompleted upon each separate award, 
and he did not see any occasion for delay, but 

e was outvoted, his colleagues holding that 

here had not been a sufficient stipulation re- 
garding this particular case, and refusing to 
Bien the report. 

The taking of testimonyin the James Ren- 
wick Third-avenue case was resumed. The 
owner’s counse! had offered areal estate agent 
Qs expert teuching the damages done to the 
property by the elevated railroad. Counsel for 
the railroad company brought forward the oc- 
cupants of a number of stores in the immediate 
vicinity of Thira-avenue, including a bartender, 
a@ buteher and a baker, and an old gentleman of 
BO Occupation to testify to the effect the ele- 
vated railroad had produced upon the value of the 
property in question, and as there was no other 
rule of law under whieh their testimony could be 
admitted it was offered as that of experts. Com- 
missioner Lyon coined a new title for the wit- 
nesses and allowed them to testify as “ limited 
experts.” They agreed in genera] that the rents 
of stores along Third-avenue, near Seventy-sev- 
enth-street, hai risen enormously since 1876, 
in one case from $600 in 1876 to $2,400 in 1888, 
end inanother trom $25 a month to $63 33. 
They also seemed agreed that noise, cinders, 
dust, smoke, dripping water, and ice were but 
Blight annoyanees that anybedy could get along 
with if he wasn’t too finioal.

FEATHER WORKERS’ 
EVIDENCE BEING TAKEN BY THE 
BOARD OF ARBITRATION. 

The State Board of Arbitration yester- 
day morning began the investigation of the 
troubles of the feather workers who struck in 
the shops of Loewensteia & Gray and Isidor 
Cobnfela, Louis F. Post appeared as counsel 
for the girls and Charles Stewart Davidson for 
the mauufacturers. Chairman Purcell ex- 
plained that the board had uasuecessfully tried 
to settle the matter amicably. 

The first witness testified that when Loewen- 
stein & Gray reduced wages a com uittee from 
the girls told the employers that the girls could 
not make liying wages under the reduction, 
bat the employers replied that if the old rates 
of wages were maintained they would have to 
discharge half of the giris. When Mr. Loewen- 
stein learned that the witness belonged to the 
union he discharged her. 

Auother witness testitied that she made $12 
@ Week during the busy season, but the average 
worker did not make over $7 to $8. Tre dull 
Season lasts two or three months, during which 
the new bands are laid off axd the old enes 
Work on two-tbhirdstime. Other girls testified 
regarding their wages, which in some cases ran 
as iow as 45 cents a day. 

Miss Van Etten, Secretary of the Working- 
women’s Society, made areview of the feather 
workers’ troubies, and Was cross-examinei by 
Mr. Davis for the feather manutacturers re- 
garding the eircumstances uuder which Mary 
McGinley, forewoiman at Loewenstein & Gray’s, 
had been expelled frem the Workingwomen’s 
Society. Mixs McGinley had refused to go out 
on strike with the operatives, saying that she 
had a verbal agreement with the firm to work 
there uutil January, 1859. Witness did not 

now whether Miss McGinley had a written 
contract or not, and wrote her a letter urging 
her to staua by the girls and coma out. She 

romised to get her another situation, but Miss 

eGinley declined, and tendered her resignation 
frum the svvclety. She was tormally expelied 
for having vivlated its rules. 

Heury J. Motiey of the tirm of Wovd &Co., 
at 573 Broadway, testified that since 1869 the 
wages of feather workers have steadily been 
reduced frem $25 a week to $9 to $11, at which 
they stood now. ‘The tariff on ostrich feathers 
has not been reduced, and it was witness’s 
opinion that the protective tariff on feathers 
did not protect the girls. The firm was not in 
favor of reducing wages, but was compelled te 
by other manufacturers doing so. After the 
6trike an elfort was made to organize a manu- 
facturers’ association, but the firm of Wood & 
Co, declined to enter into the scheme.

MORE EXOISE PROBLEMS. 


AND FEES FOR LICENSES DIS- 
CUSSED AT LENGTH. 

The Commissioners appointed to revise 
the excise laws met yesterday morning at the 
Bible House and resumed the consideration of 
the billdrawn up by their lawyer, George B. 
Colby. There was along disenssion over sec- 
tion 4 of the proposed statute, which deals with 
the elassificeation and tees for licenses. Dr. 
Crosby thought a great distinction should be 
made between the sale of spirituous and 
malt liquors. He favored fixing the license 


fees for the former at $1,000, and for the latter 
$100. He preferred a beer-drinking community 
to a whisky-drinking one. 

Commissioner Kruse thought it would be best 
toleave the whole matter to the Excise Com- 
missioners, and he thought the fees should be 
as near uniform as possible. Intricate classifi- 
cation should be avoided, as it would invite 
technical violations of the law. If beer licenses 
were made as high as others it would have the 
effect of driving out the beer saloon, which 
would of necessity give-way to the grog shop. 

It was voted to consider five different classes 
of licenses as follows: Hotels, drug stores, gro- 
ceries, restaurants, and saloons. 

A long discussion followed as to whethera 
difference should be made between large and 
smali hotels. Dr. Crosby said hotels should not 
be allowed to sell liquor to any one not a guest. 
If they Gesired to have a bar they should be re- 
quired to take out a saloon license as well. 

Commissioner Smart said the commission 
seemed to be considering legislation for New- 
York City alone, and not for the smaller coun- 
try towns, where the hotel bar was the prin- 
eipal source of income. It would be difficult, 
he thought, to pass such a law, as in his opinion 
it would discriminate against the hotelin favor 
of the saloon. 

Dr. Crosby wanted to know why,if the hotel 
usurped tne privileges of the saloon, it should 
not be placed on the same basis. There was a 
great difference, he continued, batween what ho 
would like to see and what he would propose as 
alaw. He would like to see every bar in the 
country annihilated. 

Commissioner Thomann theught any method 
that would de away with what Charlies Dickens 
called the “perpendicular system’ would be a 
good thing. 

The reselutien as proposed by Dr. Crosby, to 
the effect that every hotel with a bar must pay 
a saloon license fee as well as a hotel fee, was 
adopted, and the meeting adjourned until this 
morning. ° 


MACKERSL FROM IRELAND. 


GLOUCESTER FISHERMEN CLAMORING 
FOR HIGHER DUTIES. 

The national convention of wholesale fish 
dealers, which is to meet in this city next week, 
will be asked to take decisive action on a num- 
ber of questions, and probably more than one 
memorial to Congress willbe proposed. A well- 
known wholesale dealer said yesterday that the 
business was sadly in need of erganization, the 
advantages of concerted action not having yet 
been made sufficiently clear te the trade. 

A Washington dispatch in THE TIMES yester- 
day represented thatthe fish dealers’ conven- 
tion would send a committee to the Senate 
Finance Committee to urge the necessity of in- 


creasing the duty on imported mackerel in the 
Senate Tariff bill. This movement does not 
interest New-York dealers, but is an Inspiration 
of thelively Gloucester fishermen, who have 
struek asnagin an unexpected quarter. It is 
not the Canadian buf the Irish fisherman who 
is stealing the Yankee’a bread and butter. 
When a stop was put to mackerel seine fishing 
three years ago the expenses of mackerel fishing 
increased and the profits and market supply 
fell off. The price went upin proportion, and 
fish that could oncée be bought for $6 a barrel 
went up to $20, and even $50 has been paid 
in this eity. 

About two years ago Irish mackerel began to 
be imported in considerable bulk, but the Hi- 
bernians did not know how to cut the fish for 
the American market, and the earlier cargoes 
did not arrive in satisfactory condition, An 
enterprisisg American went over and shewed 
the natives how todo it, and since that time 
the principal eupply of mackerel for this mar- 
ket has come from [reland. The mackerel tish- 
eries have been so rapidly developed in Ireland 
under this stimulus that a new seaboard town 
of considerable proportions has been built 
up. With further development it is probable 
that the price of mackerel will be reduced te 
$18 or $16 a barrel. To keep out the Irish fish 
is the Gloucester man’s desire, and he hopes to 
accomplish this through increasing the import 
duty, and at the same time keep up or raise the 
price.

NEW TRANSFER SYSTEM. 

The Dry Dock, East Broadway and Bat- 
tery Railroad Company has started a new trans- 
fer system which will prove of cenvenienéee to 
the residents of the east side using the com- 
pany’s lines along the routes ef the Avenue D 
line, the Cortlandt-street line, and the Grand- 
street cross-town line. Transfers are given over 
these lines at the point where they all come to- 
gether, which is opposite 521 Grand-street. The 
benefit to the passenger is that he can go, with- 
out extra charge, to points off the line of the 
road whose car he first boarded. Thus, a pas- 
senger getting on the Avenue D line at the 
Twenty-third-Street Ferry, wishing to go to 
Desbrosses-Street Ferry, gets a transfer with- 
outextra fare from the Avenue D line, at 521 
Grand-street, ever the Grand-street eross-town 
line. By this system the City Hall, the Twenty- 
third-Street Ferry, the Cortlandt-Street Ferry, 
aud the Grand-Street Ferry are brought within 
the range of single fares. The road commenced 
tke aystem last Tuesday: and Superintendent 
White said yesterday that it haa been under 
consideration by the company for seme time. At 
first the road would undoubtedly losa the profits 
of the former double fares which were necegsi- 
tated by the ehanging of the passenger to the 
different lines in reaching points off the one 
first boarded, but the increased travel which is 
expected will probably make up fer it when 
the system has gotten into thorough working

The Direct Tax bill was taken up in the 
lHIouse yesterday. The debate on it was 
confined almost wholly to the opposition. 
Mr. CASWELL of Wisconsin, who moved the 
bill, stated that it had been computed to 
require some $15,000,000, but it is evident 
that this computation was by no means 
complete. The opponents of the bill gave 
notice of a number of amendments, the 
chief of which provided for the refunding 
of the cotton tax. Thereis no doubt that 
the controversy will ultimately be between 
these two measures. 








It is evident from the proceedings of the 
commission appointed to revise the excise 
jaws of this State that it does not propose 
to make merely a compilation of the exist- 
ing laws, but to present a bill that shall 
settle the policy of the State in excise legis- 
lation on a new basis. We know nothing 
of the bill which the commission has under 
consideration except from the discussions 
at its meetings, from which it appears that 
itis proposed at least to fix anew the classifi- 
cation of licenses and the fees to be charged 
for them. The question of high license and 
of local option may therefore be presented 
in the bill to be reported by the commis- 
sion. These two things, with the establish- 
ment of a broad distinction between the 
treatment of fermented and distilled 
liquors, ought to form the basis of reform 
in excise legislation. High-license fees 
are now recognized asthe most effective 
means of restricting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors to be drank where 
sold, and the evils which spring from it, 
and local option will enable any commu- 
nity to prevent such sale altogether if the 
local sentiment demands and will support 
sfich a policy. There is no question that 
the evils of intemperance are produced 
much more by the sale of distilled than of 
fermented liquors, and that affords a rea- 
son for putting a much greater restriction 
upon the former. It is to be hoped that the 
commission’s bill will embody these feat- 
ures, and that it will be ready for early 
submission to the Legislature. 








The first note of danger to Republican har- 
mony on the Senate Tariff bill was sounded 
yesterday. When the duty onsilvered glass 
or looking glass was reached, Mr. PLUMB 
protested that it should be reduced, because 
it increased the cost of manufacturing 
furniture and was not made here satisfac- 
torily. Mr. ALLISON said, innocently, per- 
haps that was because the duty was not 
high enough. At present it was only 10 
percent. In reality the lowest present 
rate of duty is nearly 11 per cent., the 
highest is over 78 per cent., and the 
average is 25 per cent. Mr. PLUMB 
did not, however, press this amend- 
ment, but when the metal schedule 
was taken up he protested more 
earnestly against the duty on beams, 
girders, and joists of iron and steel. He 
stated that in his own State, at Wichita, a 
large saving had been made in a public 
bailding by importing the beams, and he 
moved to reduce the rate from 11-10 cent. 
to 8-10 of acent. This was certainly mod- 
erate enough, the present duty being about 
103 per cent., his proposal leaving 1t at 
about 75 percent, Mr. ALLISON again came 


to the rescue of the. protected interests. 
The amendment, he declared, went to the 
root of the whole iron and steel schedule— 
which is true. But the question is whether 
the Senate ought not to go to the root of this 
schedule. The growth ismonstrousenough. 





LOTTE, 





It throws some light on the degree of 
familiarity the Senators have with their 
own action, that yesterday, when the Sec- 
retary of State sent to the Senate a cer- 
tified copy of the final ascertainment of the 
Electoral vote of Kansas, the presiding 
officer did not know what to do with it. 
Mr. SHERMAN, with great solemnity, called 
attention to the novelty of the proceeding, 
and expressed the opinion that it was, if 
not an infringement of the Constitution, 
extra-constitutional. And then it oc- 
curred to some one to have the 
law of February, 1887, read, and it 
was found that this portentous proceeding 
was in exact accordance with the explicit 
requirements of that law. The ‘“ novelty” 
of itis due to the fact that the law regu- 
lates proceedings as to Presidential elec- 
tions, and the present happens to be the 
first election of that kind that has occurred 
since its passage. Mr. EDMUNDS, whose 
memory is more retentive than that of 
some of his fellow-members, gently ex- 
plained the matter to them, and the com- 
munication was referred to the Committee 
on Privileges and Elections. 








The recent fall of Calumet and Hecla 
shares, caused by a fire in the mine, shows 
how the value of a great mining property 
may be affected temporarily by sales in a 
narrow market. At the opening of business 
on the Boston Exchange on the 30th ult. 
the price of shares (par $25) was $305, but 
in an hour or two it had fallen to $255. 
This indicated a decrease of $5,000,000 in 
the value of the property, and this apparent 
decline had been caused by the sale of only 
752 shares of stock. 











The Tribune tells its readers how Mr. 
CLEVELAND and his tariff policy were sup- 
ported in the recent campaign by the 
Whisky Trust. Before the election it told 
them that the Mills bill was ‘both calcu- 
lated and designed to make beverage 
whisky virtually free of tax.” As it has 
repeatedly asserted: that the Whisky Trust 
desired above all things to preserve the tax 
on whisky, there seems to be room for sev- 
eral explanations. 








MR. CLEVELAND'S FAME.. 

Happily for the country the fame of Mr. 
CLEVELAND does not depend upon the rec- 
ord of the Republican organs. History 
will do justice in the future, as a majority 
of his fellow-citizens do to-day, to the man- 
ner in which he has performed a difficult 
task and borne the responsibilities of his 
high office. But it would be better for the 
organs themselves if they could control 
their savage instincts and not force the 
public to believe that they were saved 
through corruption and treachery alone 
from defeat by a foe so insignificant as 
they represent the President to be. 
If he be really the ignorant, nar- 
row, obstinate, foolish man they now 
say that he is; if he has been unable to 
command the confidence of his own party or 
the aid of its leaders, as they declare; if 
he is distrusted by those who know him 
and disregarded by the general public, as 
they make him out to be, it must be a very 
weak and bad party that could not prevent 
him from getting a popular plurality of 
100,000 after four years of searching trial. 
If he be all that they describe, the narrow 
margin by which the Republicans carried 
the State of New-York, where the abuse of 
the President is most virulent, shows that 
the Republican Party had very slim com- 
parative claim to confidence. 

And these conclusions are the more in- 
evitable if we grant that Mr. HARRISON is 
all that these same organs claim that he is. 
Every concession of the ability, the char- 
acter, and the popularity of HARRISON makes 
more evident the weakness of the party 
that with so good a candidate and so poor 
a rival came so desperately near defeat. 
If the Democratic Party was handicapped, 
as they assert, with a candidate of the most 
undesirable sort, and the Republicans had 
the advantage of a candidate of the highest 
excellence, nothing can account for the fail- 
ure of the latter to win an overwhelming 
victory but deep and deserved distrust 
in the popular mind. This would be the 
logical and unavoidable inference from the 
statements of the Republican organs, if 
they were to be taken seriously, if they 
were anything but the bitter and brutal 
revilings of men in whom partisan passion 
and partisan greed kad deadened all sense 
of decency, to say nothing of justice. The 
simple truth is that the career and the 
character of Mr. CLEVELAND are hateful 
to these men for the same reasons that 
they are honorable to those who re- 
spect honesty, courage, fidelity, and disin- 
terested devotion to public duty. Even 
the acknowledgment of their own party’s 
lack of public confidence involved in be- 
littling the candidate who won the voice 
of the people and whoso nearly won the 
Presidency cannot prevent them from vent- 
ing their anger. 

Not only in despite of their vulgar abuse, 
but aided by that, Mr. CLEVELAND’S repu- 
tation will rank high in comparison with 
that of the men who have held the same 
office. He has served his country well. His 
service will be recognized in the future 
even more clearly thanitis now. And in 
no one regard will it stand higher than 
with reference to the feature in his Admin- 
istration for which the Republicans now 
condemn him most noisily. If it were true 
that he courted defeat by his tariff-reform 


policy, it would also be true that no Presi-. 


dent ever did an act more unselfish or more 
courageous. But there is no evidence that 
the tariff-reform message really weak- 
ened Mr. CLEVELAND with the people, 
His vote, where that message was supposed 
to have the most influence, was not dimin- 
ished. The manufacturing districts of the 
East, in which the tariff scare was most 
strenuously worked, have not been affected 
by it. It is not easy to tellthe consequences 
of what never happened, but two things are 
as well established as anything of the kind 





can be—one that the protected monopolista’

money bought the election, and the other 
that they would have spent just as much 
and just as corruptly if Mr. CLEVELAND 
had never mentioned the tariff in his mes- 
sage. But whatever men may believe as to 
this, the Republican organs do but contrib- 
ute to the permanence of Mr. CLEVELAND’S 
fame by insisting that he braved personal 
defeat for a cause that he believed to be 
Tight. 








THE MARTYRDOM OF ERHARDT. 

The resolute action of the Republican 
County Committee in detormining to pun- 
ish the “treachery” of the party leaders in 
the Eighth Assembly District had the effect 
of drawing from JoHN E. BRopsky a truth- 
ful explanation of the motive for the nomi- 
nation of ERHARDTfor Mayor. He charged, 
and defied ‘honest and truthful contradic- 
tion, that Joe. B. ERHARDT was nominat- 
ed, not for the purpose of being elected, but 
for the purpose fof becoming |as it was ex- 
pressed] a martyr to the cause.” What the 
cause was in which the candidate was to 
suffer martyrdom was explained by the 
statement that Col. BLiss said that ‘‘no man 
should be nominated without being told 
that he could not be elected, and that he 
must allow himself to be used for the ben- 
efit and in the interest of the national and 
State tickets.” No contradiction, honest 
and truthful or otherwise, was offered to 
either of. these statements. Presumably, 
therefore, it was understood by those who 
nominated ERHARDT, including the most 
respectable leaders of the Republican or- 
ganization, that he was not to be elected, 
but made a ‘‘ martyr to the cause,” and the 
candidate himself was told what he was to 
expect. This makes of Col ERHARDT a 
party to the scheme and a willing victim. 

Now, what does this martyrdom of the 
candidate imply as to Republican methods 
in this city couutenanced by those who took 
control of the organization for the purpose 
of reforming it? The sacrifice of the candi- 
date for Mayor could do no good to ‘the 
cause,” except through a trade in votes. 
Merely withholding support from him 
would benefit no one. It must have been 
the intention, therefore, that Republicans 
should cast their votes for some other can- 
didate for Mayor in consideration of 
receiving from the supporters of sucb 
candidate votes for the Republican 
candidate for President or Governor or 
both. We have heard of instances, even in 
“brownstone” districts, in which Repub- 
licans obtained two, three, and even four 
votes for HARRISON in return for one given 
to GRANT for Mayor. Was the offense in 
the Eighth District, then, simply that the 
fire under ERHARDT was made too hot, or 
that money was accepted from Tammany 
to make the martyrdom more complete? If, 
as BRODSKY says, and as we never doubted, 
ERHARDT was put up only to be sacrificed 
“for the benefit of the national ticket,” 
what was the real nature of that trans- 
action? It was simply a basis for 
bribery. Buying one vote with another 
is no better than buying it with money. In 
one sense it is worse. It is a twofold de- 
banchery of the suffrage. The man who 
does it not only corrupts a citizen by pur- 
chasing his vote, but he corrupts himself 
by selling his own. A consideration which 
each deems valuable is given by each to 
secure the vote of the other. Men do this 
in individual cases without seeming to be 
conscious of the turpitude of their action, 
but in this case it is done by a party organ- 
ization by the wholesale. 

To our minds the whole business is dis- 
reputable and deserving the condemnation 
of all decent men. Nobody but himself an- 
swered BRODSKY’s question when he asked, 
‘Has not dickering and bargaining been 
the foundation stone of this organization for 
the past seventeen years?” There was too 
much truth implied to admit of a safe dis- 
cussion of the question. But the most de- 
pressing aspect of the case is the apparent 
willingness with which respectable Repub- 
licans have permitted themselves to be 
used to carry out the bargains and dickers. 
If the Republican national ticket was 
to be benetited by the martyrdom of 
ERHARDT, who was to be benetited on 
the other side? The question is answered 
by the result. Who was’ benefited? HuGcH 
J. GRANT, and the administration of the 
municipal aftairs of this city was turned 
over tothe control of Tammany for nobody 
knows how long or with what consequences. 
It is to be presumed that respectable Re- 
publicans did none of the trading with 
their own yotes. They voted for ERHARDT, 
and their support of the national ticket 
and of the State ticket would have been 
just as effective if they had voted 
for Hewitt and saved the city from the 
disgrace of Tammany rule. In their blind 
partisanship or their simplicity they pro- 
fessed to believe that ERHARDT was not 
only nominated to be elected, but that he 
might be elected. They did not know he 
was to be a‘‘ blessed martyr,” and they 
helped Tammany into power. It is to be 
hoped that from the mouth of the candid 
Bropsky they will at last learn the lesson 
which observation and experience ought 
long ago to have taught them. 








THE SUGAR TRUST. 

Counsel for the Sugar Trust denied, in 
the proceedings before Judge BARRETT, 
that the combination of refiners had en- 
hanced the prices of sugar. If the learned 
and eloquent gentlemen who appeared for 
the Trust will look at the market quota- 
tions recorded daily since the Trust was 
made they will find some interesting 
figures that refute their assertions. The 
Trust buys raw sugar and sells refined. Be- 
low are the prices of the two leading 
grades of raw sugar and of three grades of 
refined sugar on Oct. 1, 1887, a few days 
before the Trust was completed, and on 
Oct. 1, 1888, one year later:

It will be seen that the price of cut loaf 
and crushed sugars was 2 cents a pound 
higher on Oct. 1, 1888, than it was one 
year earlier, and that the advance for the 
other grades had been 1% cents. This 
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| change had not been warranted by the ine 





creased cost of raw material, the advance 


for one grade of raw having been only 53 of 


a cent and for the other 1 1-16 cents. The 
record shows that the prices of refined 
sugar were raised immediately after the 
completion of the Trust. At the beginning 
of last January the price of cut loaf and 
crushed had been increased by 1% cents 
and that of granulated by 1 cent. But up to 
that time the advance in the cost of the 
raw material had been almost imperceptible. 
In February the quoted prices of raw sugar 
were even lower than they had been just 
before the establishment of the Trust, al- 
though the advance in price with respect to 
refined sugars had been maintained. In 
July the price of “fair refining” was higher 
by only 1g to 3-16 of acent than on Oct. 1, 
and that of centrifugal higher by only 5, of 
a cent, but the additions for refined grades 
were then from 11, to 17, cents. 

These fractional changes seem small, but 
they become more significant when the 
enormous quantity of sugar supplied by 
the Trust is taken into account. An ad- 
vance of 1 cent a pound upon the entire 
quantity of sugar sold in this country is 
equal to $31,000,000, and the Trust sup- 
plies at least four-fifths of this quantity. 
Itis perfectly clear that the advance in the 
price of refined sugar has not been caused 
by the higher cost of raw sugar. The price 
has been raised by the Trust, and it is prob- 
able that it would have been carried still 
higher if the attention of the people 
had not been directed to the Trust’s opera- 
tions by legislative investigations and the 
comments of the press. The object of those 
who made the Trust was to suppress com- 
petition in order that prices might be raised 
and maintained at higher figures. The 
prices have been raised andsustained. The 
margin between the cost of raw material 
and the selling price of the finished product 
has been greatly enlarged, and the profits 
have been correspondingly increased. 

Mr, JAMES C. CARTER, of counsel for the 
Trust, argued that a combination of refin- 
ers could not make a monopoly in the sugar 
business because sugar “is produced in 
nearly every quarter of the globe, and may 
be produced in indefinite quantities by the 
mere application of labor and capital.” Tne 
supply of sugar, he said, could not be lim- 
ited. Mr. CARTER seems to have ignored 
the ‘difference between raw sugar and re- 
fined sugar. The supply for consumers 
in the United States consists of refined 
sugar—sugar that has been manufactured, 
so to speak, by the Trust. So long as 
prices do not rise above the tariff wall, 
the supply must pass through the do- 
mestic refiners’ hands on its way to 
the people. A tariff duty of from 3 
to 315 cents a pound bars out sugar 
refined in foreign factories. Any combina- 
tion of manufacturers that absolutely econ- 
trols the refining of sugar in this country 
has the power to raise the price of the sup- 
ply up to the point where the importation 
of foreign refined sugar becomes profita- 
ble. The Trustees of the Sugar Refineries 
Company (commonly called the Sugar Trust) 
hold the capital stock of all the corpora- 
tions included, and may use the voting 
power of the shares. A board that can use 
the voting power of all the shares of a 
dozen or fifteen corporations is able to con- 
trol absolutely the business of those corpo- 
rations, to direct, through the agency of 
officers selected by itself, the work of those 
corporations’ factories, to close the facto- 
ries, and to fix the selling price of the goods 
made in them. 











OUTRAGES IN IRELAND. 

The virtue of cross-examination has been 
brought out with great force by the late 
sessions ofthe Parnell Commission. Several 
witnesses who swore to cases of outrage 
and intimidation admitted on cross-exami- 
nation that they knew of people who had 
written threatening letters to themselves 
and who showed them in the hope of excit- 
ing sympathy. This gives a strange view 
of the sccial condition of Ireland, but there 
is no reason to doubt that it is a true view. 
A still more striking proof of the value of 
cross-examination was furnished by a wit- 
ness who came forward with almost the 
first detailed story implicating the National 
League itself in boycotting and other out- 
rages. It was a very impressive story so 
long as the witness was allowed to 
tell it without question. But he also 
was submitted to cruss-examination, and it 
appeared that he had been expelled from 
the League for theft, that he had been dis- 
missed from another employment for fraud, 
and that he was liable to punishment for 
still another offense in the nature of lar- 
ceny. The most surprising of the dis- 
closures that were extorted from him was 
the admission that the Irish police had in- 
timated to him that the charge of fraud 
would be pressed against him if he declined 
to goto London and give satisfactory evi- 
dence for the Times and ‘against the League. 

The evidence he gave cannot have been 
very satisfactory, but after this disclesure 
he is not likely to be troubled by the police 
until he commits some fresh rascality. This 
evidence that the agents of the Government 
are using intimidation inorder to induce 
witnesses to swear to acts of intimidation 
by the League, is quite what might have 
been expected in such acase. The Times 
itself has not a larger stake in the outcome 
of the investigation, than have the men 
who control the Irish police. If that divis- 
ion of the British public that is accessible 
to reason can be induced to believe 
that the distress and disorder in 
Ireland are all due to Mr. PARNELL 
and the League, the Government may 
withstand even another general election. 
Of course the svidence in this case will not 
affect the steady followers of the Govern- 
ment who have long been convinced that 
Mr. PARNELL was the author of the letters 
attributed to him by the Zimes, and who 
have convinced themselves of this by argu- 
ing that PARNELL must have written the 
letters because he was a villain, and that 
he must have been a villain because he 
wrote the letters. It is necessary, however, 
to convince many persons who are incapa- 
ble of this circular ratiocination and whom 
it is hoped to convince by evidence of out- 
rages. This evidence, it seems, the Irish 
police is engaged in collecting. 

The Tory Government has succumbed to 
a temptation that often assaila a party in 


‘whom it 
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power. Itis butafew years since stories 
of outrages in the South were considered by 
the majority of the Senate of the United 
States as important and valuable as out- 
ragesin Ireland now seem to the British 
Ministry. The stories were promptly pro- 
duced, just as they will be promptly pro- 
duced in Ireland if it is understood that any- 
body who has a tale of outrage to tell and is 
willing to tell it can procure a free passage 
to London and acondonation by the Irish 
police of any little offense he may have com- 
mitted on his own account. In thisconntry 
the stories were so promptly forthcoming 
on demand that they came to be discredited, 
and men spoke lightly of the “ outrage 
mill.” The last conspicuous appearance 
of the outrage in the Senate was the im- 
passioned advocacy by Mr. Dawes of a 
white-haired victim of persecution, of 
was shown that his advo- 
cate had established him in the wrong 
State, and that none of the outrages he re- 
lated had befallen him anywhere. At pres- 
ent any enthusiastic Senator who should 
move for a special committees to investigate 
Southern outrages would not be likely to 
receive the support of the practical states- 
men on his side of the Senate. A like result 
will be apt to follow a too free and frequent 
useof the Irish police to collect and pro- 
mulgate stories of outrages in Ireland. 











The new Governor of South Carolina pro- 
claims very frankly in his inaugural address 
the secret of the solidity of the South. It 
is the determination of the white men to 
remain the ruling power in those States 
and never to submit again to negro domina- 
tion. Every other consideration is to be 
postponed to that and any menace of inter- 
vention to reverse existing conditions will 
only postpone the possibility of a break in 
the solid South. The only thing likely to 
divide the white vote is a division of the 
colored vote, and both will only be hastened 
by leaving the difficulties of the race ques- 
tion to be settled by those whom it most 
nearly concerns in the several States.

THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE IN 
THE FINE ARTS. 


The great bridge over the East River was 
no more than begun when the country was flooded 
' with ehromolithographs showing it as it was to 
be. While the piers were rising and the web of 
steel thickening the illustrated press had its 
innings; and before it was entirely finished the 
water colorists, engravers, and etchers had 
their little fling at the gigantic affair. Since 
then there has been a lull in the attacks made 
by tne artists; perhaps it was thought that the 
bridge as a subject was exhausted; at any rate 
it has needed a foreigner to cail attention again 
toalandmark of our eity which no stranger in 
town fails to visit and which in itself probably 
attracts its thousands from all parts of Ameri- 
ca. There are distant views ef the Brooklyn 
Bridge of unsurpassed charm, the low arch 
formed by the profile of the span being am ex- 
quisite line, whether seen through a clear or 
thick atmosphere, by day or night, from up 
stream or beyond Governor’s Isiand. Rather 
too severe in their outlines, the two great 
towers of stone are nevertheless impressive, 
giving the effect of mighty pylons from which 
time has removed all ornament in the way of 
tiles, coping, and frescoes, but which an inar- 


tistic race of later comers have utilized for the 
piers of a bridge. Yet there are peints on 
South-street from which the various virtues of 
the bridge, artistically speaking, can be 
observed, while its weaknesses are reduced 
toaminimum. Whois to paint the bridge trom 
this right spot, at the right time of day or night, 
and with the necessary training and heart ¢ 

The edmirers of M. Emil Renouf, and they 
are Many, Will contend without doubt that he 
has not only taugkt native artists where to 
look for a subject, but has hit on just the right 
place and time whence and where to take the 
great bridge. His painting was shown last 
night to admiring crowds at the Musée Eaen, 
which was fortunately Jarge snough to display 
the eanvas. Itis so enogmous that the only 
place where M. Reneuf could execute it was 
the atelier of a painter of cycloramas. The 
time 1s clese on sunset in Autumn, and the 
“point whence” is just above the bridge en the 
Brookiyn side. One of the big Sound steam- 
ers piows along up the river parallel 
with a propeller on the New-York side; 
between them sails a schooner in the 
opposite direction, while smaljer craft are seen 
here and there. A very beantiful, fleecy sky 
forms the background, thickening about the 
centre ef the span of the bridge, where the sun 
struggles through aud gives a brilliant adge of 
the etructure. Whatis first of all apparent is 
M. Renouf’s triumphant solution of the pieblem 
how to bring so large a picture together, as the 
phrase goes; that is, give a ieok of unity to so 
large a field. This he has done, but not without 
certain sacrifices. 

The sky is charming and no exception can be 
taken to the water, which has the look of being 
higher in the middle than at the sides, so char- 
acteristic of a flood between banks, and is 
moreover brilliant from the mufiied rays of the 
sun. But for some reason or other the bridge 
dees not look in the pictur6 so enormous as it 
does in nature. Why is this? one asks. Would 
it not be worth examining in hopes to discover 
the reason? It is not a matter of perspective, 
surely, for M. Renouf is really alarming in his 
knowledge of perspective. Partly it is the effect 
of realism—the striving to do the thing exactly 
as it loeks instead of adding something to the 
size to agree with what we Know 
about the opridge from having been on 
it and seen it in all Nghts and from 
all directions. What Gustave Doré would have 
done would have been to exaggerate the rela- 
tive smallness of everything except the bridge 
until we should have smiled at his extrava- 
gance. M, Renouf does just the opposite, and 
the world applauds him just as it used to ap- 
plaud Doré. But without going into the ques- 
tion whether an artist should exaggerate the 
facts or not it is fair to say that we would have 
reeeived from his pieture of the bridge an im- 
pression of greater size and majesty had not M. 
Renouf placed directly beneath it three vessels 
whose size only those accustomed to boats 
would be likely to know. Examine the large 
white steamer and you see she has two 
smokestacks, and then remember she 
must be the the Providenee or Newport, 
and then feel how high that bridge must 
be if suchacraft looks small underit. Yes, 
but comparatively tew can argue in that way 
because they have never seen those boats of 
Long Island Sound, and those who have take 
some time to get to that point of reasoning. 
So with the schooner; she may be very small 
or very large; she is valueless as a measure for 
the bridge. It comes, then, to this: M. Renouf 
had a ditticult piece of work out eut for him 
when he wished to convey the size and grandeur 
of the bridge, but he hindered inatead of helped 
that impression by placing under it craft whose 
size is a question to most observers. 

M. Renouf will be remembered for ‘“ The 
Helping Hand,” a picture of au old fisherman 
and a little girl seated fraternally on one thwart 
in a heavy beat. It was imported by Mr. 
Schaus. But he did not begin with marine 
subjects. Heisa Parisian, about 43 years old, 
whose naval knowledge in ehildhood must have 
been confined to the old bogus frigate moored 
by a quay of the Seine as a floating restaurant. 
His first Salon picture in 1871 depicted an apple 
orchard; 1n 1875 and 1876 he began to show 
landscapes from the Brittany coast; 1n 1879 the 
Government bought ** Mon Pauvre Ami,” butin 
1880 the picture of a Brittany widow got 
him a medal ef the second class. A Ssail- 
or’s widow kneels before a tombstone while 
her little boy stands by in helpless 
apathy twisting his hatin his hands. Beyond a 
wall is the rocky coast, and in the distance the 
sea. In 1883 ‘Le Pilot,” a view of the trans- 
ferof apilot fromaship, actually and finaly 
launched this Parisian as a marine pairter of 
unusual power. 

The little collection which is shown in an 
upper room as the sixth exhibition of what is 
termed the ** New-York Society for the Promo- 
tion of Art” contains po better piece than M. 
Renouf’s; ** Pilot atthe Wheel,” in some ways 
a better picture than that of the bridge. One 
feels that on this smaller yet still large canvas 
the painter has worked with enthusiasm, while 
on the other, perhaps with an effort and in cold 
blood. 





IRON ORE PRODUOTION. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 6.—The year 1888 
has eclipsed ali records of annual preduction, 
shipments, sales, and smallness of surplus dur- 
ing the 32 years of iron ore producing in the 
Lake Superior region. The production #x- 
ceeded that of 1887, known as the big year, by 
5 per cent., the sales nearly 6O per cent., and at 


the close of navigation only 167,300 tons re- 
miain unsold at lower laze ports. ‘he amount 
on the docks along Lake Krie at the opening of 
navigation iast Spring was 704,000 gross tons 
in round numbers. The reeeipts at Lake Erie 
ports during the season were 3,800,000 tons. 
Of the total, 2,640,000 tons were shipped to fur- 
naces_by rail during the season, and all but 
167,300 tons of the remainder is already sold. 
The total sales for iake delivery this year 
amounted te 4,366,000 tons, which figures are 
1,600,00U tons in excess of last year. The total 
shipments from Lake Superior ports during 
1888 aggregatea 5,000,COO gross tons, all of 
which, except 634,000 tons, was delivered at 
lower lake ports. Of the wnole ameunt, 1,289,- 
000 tons went to Ashtabula and 972,000 tons 
came here. Six hnndred and eleven thousand 
went to Fairport, 240,000 each to Erie and 
Buffalo, 197,000 to Lorain, and 155,000 te 
Sandusky, 75,000 te Toledo, and a small amount 
to Huren.

JAMES EDDY MAURAN 


A LIFE PASSED IN THE COLLECTION 
AND STUDY OF OLD BOOKS. 

The literary werld lost one of its most de- 
voted followers in the death ’t Newport daring 
Thanksgiving week of James Eddy Mauran. 
From yeuth to old aze Mr. Mauran was an 
ardent student of literature. Favored with 
means abundant te indulge his scholarly tastes, 
he lived among books and war an ideal biblio- 
phile. His life could not have been fashioned 
better to his own wishes. Yet quite as close to 
his heart as his love of literary treasures. per- 
haps, was the enjoyment which these treasnres 
afford ed to others. 

Any one interested in books and history, for- 
eign or American, was always sure of a welcome 


at Mr. Mauran’s hvuuse. Never ostentaticas 
with his possessions and avoiding rather than 
eourting reputation as acollector er an author- 
ity on books, he was more than willing, when 
occasion required it, to add to the fund of in- 
formation upon the early literature and history 
of Europe and America, All the historical! so- 
cleties, both here and abroad, aceordingly knew 
him, and upon the subjects to which he devoted 
himself he was an acknowledged authority. 

The spevial work that most incorested him, 
and to which he gave much ef his time overa 
period of 50 years, related to the hterature of 
the fourteenth century. In 1839, at the age of 
22 years, he had suficiently advanced fn this 
branch of researeh to qualify bim as a collector, 
for which purpose he made a trip abread. He 
returned not only with a splendid library, but 
thoroughly imbued with the medieval spirit. 
Everything he could fina which bore intelli- 
gently upon this romantic period was garnered 
to his shelves. He developed extraordinary 
fondness for Freissart, that prince of chron- 
iclers, who pictured royalty all over Europe 
with impartial hand, and who was such a nst- 
ural courtier and so accomplished a wit that 
successive Courts In various countries retained 
him, and no great event was complete without 
him. With this most amusing and vivacious 
of chroniclers Mr. Mauran was infatuated to 
such a degree that he fitted himself to 
illustrate the text of Froissart’s complete 
works. Not enly was skill of hand 
required to do this, but also entire familiarity 
with the scenes of which the author wrote and 
with the historical appointments and other data 
which furnished the vitaiity and motive ef such 
evenis. The illuminatioas with which Mr. 
Mauran filled these volumes were supplemented 
by him with the most voluminous and complete 
marginal noses, comments, and _ insertions, 
When the work begun as & youth was ended 
Mr. Mauran had p d threescore and ten. 
There is hardly a doubt that it representa a 
greater amount of individuai labor than was 
ever before applied to the writings of a single 
author. While this was his speeial delight, 
hewever, it need scarcely be said that it in- 
volved a full collection ef the literature of that 
age in ali the European languages that then en- 
riched students of history or manners, and with 
& vast store of collateral information. Nor did 
Mr. Mauran’s researches stop with that period. 
That may have charmed him most, but he was 
& zealous stadent of subsequent literature and 
kept himself well abreast of current as well aa 
of past events in letters. 

Mr. Mauran was born in this oity in 1817. 
His father was a merchant, with ships en every 
sea to bring him wealth. His grandfather cams 
from Italy, and duriag the Revolution served 
his adopted country well in command of the 
galley Washington in and around Newport Har- 
bor. At the close of the Revelution Capt. Mau- 
ran settled in Providence, where his son, Mr. 
Mauran’s father, married a daughter of the Hon. 
Samuel Eddy, who represented Rbode Island in 
Congress from 1819 to 1825 and was Chier- 
Justice of the Supreme Court of Rhode Island 
from 1827 to 1835. Mr. James Eddy Mauran 
spent his early life in this city and abroad. In 
1858 he married a niece of Fennimore Cooper, 
who survives him. In 1866 he built himself an 
attractive home in Newport, on Rnode Island- 
avenue, where he ever afterward lived. 

He was foremost in that sity in library and 
literary work. Besides restoring the Redweod 
Library he was a founder of the Newport His- 
torical Society, a voluminous writer upon the 
history of Rhode Island affairs and psople, and 
—— maps and other data which were ex- 

austive historically upon city and State affairs. 
He had a collection of native goods in Indian 
relics, articles of colonia! dress, ornament, and 
implement, and other relics in endless variety, 
sufticient for an attractive and exceedingly val 
uable museum.

THE GREAT CALUMET FIRE 


VAST UNDERGROUND 


ESIS IN FLAMES. 

THE MINE UNDOUBTEDLY FIRED BY 
AN INCENDIARY WHO PLANNED 
HIS CRIME WITH GREAT CARE. 

‘ Catumet, Mich., Dec. 6.—The pictur- 

esque mining villages of Calumet and Red 

Jacket are tucked away near the end of Kewee- 

naw Point, the peninsula that juts forth so ab- 

ruptly from the southern shore of Lake Supe- 
rior. The country round about is flat and 
uninteresting, being partly cleared and partly 
covered with second-growth pine and hard 
wood. Under this prosaic’ stretch of conntry 
there lies the richest deposit ef native eopper 
ever discovered. The Calumet and Hecla, 

Tamarack, Oscevla, and other valuable mines 

being in or near the twe villages. 

The Calumet and Heola Mine, now en fire, is 
one of the largest and most profitable mines in 
the world. During October its shares sold as 
high as $319, making the value of the mine 
$31,900,000. <A great fire is now raging in the 
mine, and the value of the property, after the 
destroying element has finished its work, it 
would be hard to prophesy. 

The magnitude of the big mine can be appre- 
eiated only whenit is seen standing at the top 
of one ef the red-painted shaft houses in the 
village of Calumet. On one hand stretches a 
row of similar shaft houses almest te the 
verge ef the herizon. This is the Heola and 
South Hecla. At right angles with the first 
line and to the front of the beholder 
stretohes away another line equally iong, 
the tall, angular buildings being equi- 
distant. The hypothenuse of the triangle 
formed by these two lines of buildings, under 
which are the workings of the wine, is fully 
four miles in length. There are many hundred 
miles of levels and shafts. In this mine are vast 
foresis. Only the roots and branches of the 
trees have been lopped off, and the trunks alone, 
denuded of bark, stand there to bear the weight 
of the soil and rock above. The Calumet and 
Hecla isa dry mine, and the timbering becomes 
as thoroughly seasoned and as inflammable as 
though dried in akilnin the course of a few 
years. Afireinthe timber means destruction 
to the mine unless itis put out before running 
its course. 

There have been three previous fires, One in 
October, 1884, was of mysterious origin, and 
burned for a month. The second, in August, 
18387, was supposed to have been caused by 
the carelessness of a boy who was watching 
the donkey pumps. These pumps are ruu by 


compressed air, which causes them to freeze 
Unless cotton waste saturated with oil is burned 
in the troughs te keep the working parts warm. 

itis supposed that some of this cotton waste 
fell out and ignited the bed plate. This 
explanation, though hardly satisfactery, 
Was accepted at the time for want 
of a better. This secend tire was 
fought on scientific principles. The 13 shafts 
in the main mine were closed with timbers, 
over which dirt was carefully pect to ex- 
clude fresh air and kill the fire by withholding 
oxygen. Tohasten the extinguishment of the 
flames a gas-making plant was hastily erected, 
and carbonic acid gas, which is fatal to fire, as 
it contains noe oxygenin a free state, Was sent 
down into the burning shaft through 500 feet of 
3-inch pipe at the rate of 100,000 cubic feet 
every 24 hours. This method of fighting the 
flames was triumphant, and in October the 
shaft was found iree from fire. 

On the evening of Saturday, Nov. 20, 1887 
the mine was found to be on flreagain. This 
time it was evident that the fire was of incen- 
diary origin, and so well had the raseal planned 
his work that the flame was spread through 
several levels before,the alarms were giver. The 
molne was closed dewn as before, and gas feroed 
intoit. The fire burned for three months, and 
as the last resort the mize was allowed to fili 
with water. The fire was declared out last 
May, andthe work of pumping out the water 
was then begun and completed only in October. 

The present fire is being fought in a different 
way from any previous one. All ef the open- 
ings except the mouth of the burning shaft and 
the shaft nearestit have been closed. Ags the 
fire in No. 3 shaft ison and above the sixth 
level, acurrent of airis forced down the ad- 
joining shaft through the eighth level, which 
connects the two shafts, then up the burning 
chimney. Itis hoped that by fighting the fire in 
this way the flames will be Kept from going 
deeper in the mine, and the fuel will be more 
quickly exhausted thanif the fire was allowed 
to take its own Way. The result remains to be 
seen, and the management is certainly taking 
great risks of spreading the fire througt a large 
part of the mine. 

A chemical engine, which was bought some 
time ago for use in mine fires, has proved itself 
perfectly useless. Underground tires cannot be 
fougnt like those on the surface. 

The Calumet and Heela were originally two 
distinct mines, but the companies were ¢on- 
solidated some 20 years ago, and the two por- 
tions of the mine are connected by many drifts 
and openings, so that a fire in any part weanus a 
cessation of work in all parts, as the smoke 
apreads into every nook and cranny, and would 
speedily aspbyxiate any ene who attempted 
to enter the mine. Fortunately, the Seuth 
Hecla, which has been opened witnin 
the past six years, has po under- 
ground coprection with the big mine. 
During the past two fires this part of the mine 
has been very strongly worked, and the product 
has reached 2,500 tons of copper a month from 
the Seuth Hecla alone. Ail the miners who 
could tind places have been set at work in the 
Seuth Hecia, and between 2,500 and 3,000 tous 
of cepper a month can be- taken out of the 
south Heola; 3,000 tous per month being the 
maximum product allowed by the French syndi- 

eate which at present controls the copper pro- 
duction and market of the world. 

The Calumet and Hecla Cumpany employs 
from 1,500 to 2,000 men. Five hundred ef these 
are bow idie and are apparently to have ne 
work for the Winter. Tbis will cause much suf- 
fering amvung the poor families. With the mines 
taken away, Calumet and Red Jacket would be 
blotted frem existence. 

If the fire continues te spread serious cavings- 
in ef the ground nezr several of the shafts may 
be looked for. This occurred several times last 
Winter, and the ollicials of the mine were com- 
peiled to Keep men constantly on the lookout for 
these slips. The weight resting on the timber- 
ing is all thatit can hold under normal coudi- 
tiohs, and with even a slight weakening, suck as 
fire must cause if it gets into the drifts and 
slopes, the most serious results might follow. 
Five years ago the mine was crippled by the ter- 
rible pressure brought to bear on the timbering. 
The walls of the shaft were forced nearly 
together, and the damage took a year and an 
enormous sum of money to repair. Since then 
several serious fires Dave occurred, the mine 
has once been flooded with water, the damage 
from which had not been repaired when the 
last fire broke out, and there have been severai 
caves of ground on the suriace. It is therefure 
net to be wondered at that old and experienced 
miners are apprehensive of very bad results 
from the present fire. 

It is certain that the fire was not an accidental 
ope. Whoever the incendiary or incendiaries 
may be—and the probabilities are that more 
than one persouis guilty—they are possessed 
py a most devilish malignity. The vastness of 
the property at stake maxes the crime ef arson 
in their case a terrible one; yet worse than this, 
bundreds of miners are thrown out of work, 
and other miners lose their livesin the flames. 
The investigations so far made render 1t almost 
certain that the crime was committed 
by some employe who had free ac- 
cess to all parts of the mine, but 
suspicion attaches to no particular person or 
parties. No person not in the empley of the 
company is allowed to enter the mine, and all 
employes receive checks on entering and must 
return the same on leaving the mine. A pipe 
containing water is in every shaft, with hose 
and nozzles at every landing or level, and each 
shaft has a strong wire cennected with a bell in 
the shaft house above, and the fire signal can be 
quickly given. The water pipe was empty and 
the beil wire cut when the flames were discov- 
ered last Friday morning, showing that the in- 
cendiary bad carefully planned his werk. 

The temperature at the mouth of the shaft is 
taken every hour. At present there is little 
else to do for those who are directing the work 
of extinguishing the fire. If the fire is put out 
within 10 days it will net do very great damage 
to the mine, putif it burns longer than that it 
will be the most disastrous fire the mine has 
ever known.

sissippi, may have become interested in such 
ap arrangement, as their company is largely 
made up of Chicago provision men. At their 
offices at South St. Paul the management said 
there was nothing to say on the subject except 
that the leading members of the concern were 
known to be opposed to entering eombinations, 
especially of the kind suggested, and that it 
was notat all likely that the report is correet. 
Some understanding may have been arrived at 
concerning the operations of a number of the 
houses, including concerns at Chicago, Kansas 
City, Omaha, and elsewhere, yet the only indi- 
cation of anything of that kind at present is a 
light improvement in the prices of hogs at 
Chicage to-day. following the sharp declines of 
the past week. Prices at South St. Paul were 
10 cents per 100 pounds higher this morning 
than yesterday.

TO ASTONISH THR HAYTIANS. 


THE GALENA IS GOING DOWN TO SHOW 
HER GUNS. 

There was the bustle of warlike prepara- 
tion at the Brooklyn Navy Yard yesterday after- 
noon. Supplies of powder and other stores were 
being quickly and energetically gotten on board 
the United States sloop-of-war Galena, and 
there was acertain something about the air 
that indicated brisk and decisive action. 

The cause of all this was a brief dispatch 
which had been’ received by Commander 
Gheradi from Washington instructing him to 
have the Galena made ready to sail on 
a West Indian voyage at any moment. 
The object of this projected expedition would 
seem to be the prompt settlement by the pres- 
ence of the Galena of the much-mooted Haytian 
question and the return of the illegally-detained 
steamer Haytian Republie. 

The Galena, the vessel chosen by the Navy 
Department to do this work, is an unarmored 
wooden ship of the corvette elass. She is a 
small vessel, carrying seven guns, including 
one eight-inch breech-loading rifle and six 
nine-inch smooth bores. Her displacement is 

1,900°tons and length 216 feet. She can, steam 
an average of seven knots an hour, It was not 
generally kaown yesterday afternoon among 
the merchants interested in the Haytian trade 
that any preparations had been or were being 
made for sending a ship of war te Hayti, and 
they were anxiously waiting for fur- 
ther developments. Advices have been re- 
celved that Gen. Hippolyte, the commander of 
the forces of the North, and, as claimed by the 
Légitime party, the arch rebel, is reported to 
have issued a pronunciamento stating that he 
is in nowise to be regarded as an aspirant for 
the position of King or President. Ue has 
taken the position that he has assumed simply 
as the protector of the interests of the North- 
ern people. He is willing to withdraw from 
the eontestif the country is guaranteed a new 
and fair election. It is also reperted that Gen. 
Légitime is willing to give up his place at the 
head of the Government as s0en as such an 
election oan take place. 

A mail is expected at the Haytian Consulate 
to-day by the steamer Claribel. There were rn- 
mors current yesterday afternoon that the steam- 
er William Caulman, which cleared for the Hay- 
tian port of Jacmel Wednesday, had been de- 
tained. Her agent, F. C. Elliott, said last nignt 
that although she had been delayed in sailing it 
had not been on account of anything more seri- 
ous than the non-appearanee of a part of her 
crew. She sailed yesterday noon with a cargo 
of general merchandise and without any oppo- 
sition, her papers having been signed by the 
Haytian Consul.

HOW TO RESTRIC! IMMIGRATION, 

About 75 members of the Phi Beta Kappa 
Alumni Association met at Clark’s restaurant, in 
West Twenty-third-street, last evening and list- 
ened to an address by ex-Mayor Seth Low of 
Brooklyn on the labor question.

A VALUABLE WORK. 


TO PRESERVE AND CLASSIFY THE REC- 
ORDS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

Boston, Dec. 6.—There has been com- 
pleted under the direction of Carroll D. Wright, 
&@ work in this State that will be of inestimable 
value to historians, geneaologists, the legal fra- 
ternity, and all interested in the history of 
lecal records of State, county, town, church, 
orany other corporate or incorporate body. 
This work had 1ts origin some years ago in the 
instigations of persons who were interested in 
the preservation of the local recerds and histo- 
ries of Massachusetts, and who recognized the 
careless way in which these records had been 


preserves. It was begun in 1884, when Carroll 
. Wright was placed in charge of it as Com- 
missioner of Public Records, and money has 
been appropriated from time to time to carry it 
ov. Col. Wright’s duties as chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics of Labor necessitated placing the 
details in charges of others, but the werk is now 
practically finished, and the report to the Legis- 
lature will be made early in the session of 1889. 

The report will include subordinate reports 
of the returns made by the clerks of courts as 
to the number of volumes in their possession, 
the contents of these volumes and their eondi- 
tion, and the years covered by the recerds. The 
returns from the Town and City Clerks will give 
the number of volumes and kind in their keep- 
ing, with the years covered. The returns from 
ehurck officials will also give the kind of record 
in their keeping, with their condition and the 
years covered. The reports ef returns from the 
registers of deeds and probate will give the 
dates of the earliest entries in their records, and 
the returns will be precedea by dates of the 
establishment of these offices and the 
time of transferring towns from the 
jurisdiction of one registry to another. All 
persons making returns hare been asked as to 
any recortis which are lost or of which they 
have knowledge, but which are not in their 
keeping, and an attempt has been made 
as far as possible to follow the information 
given, with a view of locating any missing 
records. They have also been asked relative 
to copies of any records which they may know 
to exist, and special pains have been taken to 
ascertain what records are indexed. Even the 
records of extinct churohes have been traced 
and compiled as far as possibie, and the report 
will give all neeessary information as to the 
custody and condition of all records, especially 
oe containing information ef more than local 
valuo. 





THE RACE CONFLICT. 


SOUTH CAROLINA’S GOVERNOR ON THE 


DUTY OF THE SOUTH. 
CoLumBIA, S. C., Dec. 6.—Gov. Richard- 


son was inaugurated to-day, in presence of 
both branches of the General Assembly, with 
imposing ceremonies. In his inaugural address, 
referring to the recent Presidential elestion, 
Gov. Richardson says: 


‘The vital question with us in South Carolina is 
how will the result of the recent Presidential elec- 
tion affect the full exercise of local self-government 
which we are now enjoying with so much advantage 
to all the people of all races and conditions? I, for 
one, am of the number of those who entertain a 
firm conviction that the late verdictof the elections 
centains no menace to our opening prosperity or 
existing good government that cannot be readily 
and successfully averted by that stwadfast- 
ness to principle and conduct so remarkably 
illustrated by our people, even more in peace than in 
war. Thatefforts wili be made, cither by coercive 
legislation or conciliatory measures, to break the 
solid South is to be assumed. But this solidity 
will prove to all those assaults a veritable stone 
wali so long as the civilization of the Anglo-Saxon 
is threatened and the priceless heritage bequeathed 
us by our forefathers is endangered. That division 
upon economic questions is most desirable in all 
representative governments is an accepted political 
truth, and is a condition that happily prevails 
among advanced nations. In a@ homogeneous 
population this state of public opinion is right and 

roper, wholeseme, and egg in of the 

est results. To us of the Seuth, however, 
it must remain an unrealized aspiration, until the 
vital question of racial domination has been finally 
settled in the highest and truest interests of 
humanity. Our position, then, should be one of 
unceasing Vigilance and watchfulness, anticipating 
neither evil purpose nor unfriendly action toward 
us, but standing with closed ranks ready to resist 
by every constitutional means any encroachment 
upon the right of States to manage their domestic 
affairs in their own way.” 


After referring briefly to the tariff and kin- 
dred questions the Governor concluded as fol- 
lows: 


“No sectionalism mars South Carolina’s alle- 
giance or taints her patriotism; but recognizing 
tully her duties under the Constitution, and claim- 
ing fearlessly the equality to which she is entitled 
under that saered instrument, ste has accepted in 
perfect faith and will uphold with unflinching 
constancy one flag, one destiny, and a Union of in- 
separable and indestructible States, But to one un- 
alterable purpose we should unfalteringly adhere 
and keep its imperative necessity ever present be- 
fore us, for it is as strong in its obligations 
as the law of self-preservation. Whatever 
the future may have in store for us, whether 
ot peaceful development or of exciting agitation, 
the eternal laws of God in the impress of inieriority 
which they have ineffaceably stamped upon one 
race, have decreed that the true interests of lu- 
manity demand the sacred memories of the past, 
enjoin the holy duty we owe to posterity—irresisti- 
bly impels that we declare with determination, as 
fixed and immovable as the stars of heaven, that 
never again shall any other than Anglo-Saxon 
supremacy rule the iiestiny of this fair, beloved, and 
beautiful South land of ours.”

RESCUED AT THE LAST MOMENT. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 6.—Capt. Hender- 
son and crew of the abandoned schooner Albert 
H. Cross arrived here to-day onthe schooner 
Garfield after a terrible experience. The Cross 


left Charleston Nov. 15 for Petersburg, Va. The 
crew consisted of Capt. Henderson, five seamen, 
andacook. The vessel was struck by a gale on 
the 17th, which increased in violence until the 
21st. Until that day it seemed every minute 
that the vessel would founder. The boats and 
deck cabin bad been washed away in the heavi- 
est of the gale. It was found that the vessel 
had sprung aleak. This diseovery filled all hands 
with terror. The Captain ordered them to man 
the pumps, and the almost exhausted men 
ebeyed. But the waves were sweeping with 
such force over tiie deck that they could not 
stand against them ard were in constant peril 
of being swept overboard. Under these trying 
cireumstances the Captain’s presence of mind 
did not forsake him. He knew that in the 
pumps lay their only chance of escape, and he 
at onee ordered the men to be lashed to them. 
his was done, and for nine days the seven men 
battled with the sea for their lives. The Captain 
worked with his men and the pumps were going 
constantly, thus Keeping the schooner afloat. 
No assistance came and only the strength of 
desperation enabled the wornwut seamen to 
keep up the struggle. They were covered with 
salt water sores and every movement of their 
bodies gave them intense pain. On the morning 
of Nov. 30 Capt. Henderson examined the 
schooner and found she could float puta few 
hours longer. Juat as the vessel had becum to 
settie the schooner Garfield rescued the nearly 
exhausted men.

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KNIGHTS AND UNIONISTS 


THEIR VARYING FORTUNES OF 
A COUPLE OF YEARS. 

A POLICY THAT HAS WRECKED ONE OR- 
GANIZATION—METHODS THAT HAVE 
STRENGTHENED THE OTHER. 

Inthe Spring of 1886 half a dozen men 
met in one of the parlors of a hetol at Cleveland, 
Ohio. With one exception they displayed a 
tendency to anger and an inclination to talk at 
the same time. The exception was the biggest 
man in the room. His shoulders were square 
and broad. The head they carried waslarge and 
covered with clesely-cropped dark red hair. 
Partly hidden by a black slouched hat was a 
forchead that betokened intelligence, if not 
something rarer. For five minutes or more this 
man listened to the exciting talk of his com- 
panions, and then stood up and stretched his 
arms asif his bedy wanted to yawn and, in his 
opinion, deserved the privilege. His companiona 
ceased their talk to look at him, and while 
they looked he said his say. Unlike his 
companions, he had evidently determined what 
to say before he opened his mouth. His 
manuer was compesed but earnest, and in a 
very short time his opinion was the general 
opinion. The burden of histalk was: “ Let us 
wait.” At the outset the advice would not have 
been palatable to a single man in the room, but 
the reasons that aecompanied it were sound, 
and onée aecepted it seemed to give a great deal 
of relief to those who bad nothing so good to 
offer. The man who gave the advice was thena 
resident of Cleveland, but is now a resident of 
Philadelphia, and his name is P. J. MoGuire. 
Like his companions, he was and is a trades 
unionist. He and they had met to discuss the 
situation. To them it seemed studded with 
so many difiiculties that they were upon the 
point ef losing their heads when the owner of 


the slouched kat brought them to their senses. 
MeGuire may or may not have had, 
at the time, a policy more definite 
than one of waiting. The chances are 
that he had _ not, and like an able 
General made the one suggestion that could do 
no harm and might do his side much good. He 
had been a trades unionist all his life and was 
Secretary of the Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners. In spite of his quiet manner he was an 
enthusiast, and in order to push the labor move- 
ment had thrown down his tuels to work with 
his head alone, though he lost money by the 
change. He had a heart as weil as brains, and 
he felt for his tellows in their struggle for a 
livelihood. He was tirmly convinced that there 
should be organization amoug wage workers. 
He firmly believed that each trade should have 
the administration of its own affairs, Trades 
unions were gray-haired before the Knights of 
Labor were born. The new breom had been 
doing a desperate lot of sweeping and its 
handlers seemed determined to sweep trades 
unions out of existence. A good many ot Me- 
Guire’s fellow-unionists had been dazzled by the 
oyclonic-like advance of the new order, but he 
maintained his composure, and when he felt it 
necessary to express his opinion maintained 
that trades unionism had net seen its last days, 
He was constrained to admit that its prospects 
had looked more encouraging. 


The situation was briefly this: The Knights 
of Labor, 1n the order’s infancy, had opened its 
arms to trades unlonists. Its policy was pa- 
cific. While the Knights of Labor conferred 
mere benefits upon its members than any other 
labor organization possibly could, there was 
room for all. A man could be @ unionist anda 
Knight of Labor also. The polley was a wise 
one, and unionists flocked to the standard of 
the Knights. The latter soon equaled, then 
surpassed the trades unious in numbers, The 
increase in membership and in wealth developed 
a change of policy. War, not peaee, was 
breathed. Unionists who had fallen from grace 
were made Knights. ‘the labor market became 
divided iuto three instead of two classes. Prior 
to the birth of the Knights it had consisted of 
unlonists and Men who belonged to no organ- 
ization, and the latter was divided into 
men who had been unionists and had 
broken the rules and those whe had 
always preferred entire independence. Be- 
tween these subdivisions the Knights in 1886 
apparentiy saw no difference. If the Knights 
had any preference it was apparently for men 
who had veen marked * unfair’ by unions trem 
which they had been expelled. The scheme was 
to convince unionists that they could dety their 
own organization and still be eligible to mem- 
bership in w body that boasted of far more 
power, The uuions were discotaposed. They 
asked for a pariey. They appointed « commit- 
tee to wait upen the special General Assembly 
that met at Cleveland in May, 1886. This com- 
Mittee made a strong plea for fair dealing, It 
suggested that Knights and unionists workin 
common, and that all who transgressed the rules 
of eltier organization showid be labeled * un- 
fair’ by both. The conservative €lement among 
the Knights reeognized the justiee of the plea 
Ail the mornisg New-York newspapers were 
specially represented at Cleveland during the 
session Of the special assembly. Prior to the 
meeting of this assembly hardly a paper in the 
country except THE TIMES had printed a criti- 
cism touching the Knights that was not of 
the most favorable character. When THE 
TiMES discovered the Kuights in an at- 
tempt to coerce an opponent On the ground that 
might was rightit very promptly demenstrated 
to,the Knights that neither their numbers nor 
threats were of the slightest consequence. But 
until the meeting at Cleveland THe TIMES had 
been alone in its attitude toward the order. 
Subsequent to the Cleveland meeting THE TIMES 
had plenty of assistance. [t Was the Hirst to print 
an exposé of the Home Club’s purposes and to 
show how entirely Pewderly bad surrendered 
himself to the worst e6lemeuts inthe order It 
was prompt to denounce the Knights tor their 
treatment of their feilow-workmen, the trades 
unionists, Who were coutemptuvously intormed 
that their desires might be considered, but not 
at the Cleveland Assembly. Since the Cleve- 
land Assembly the Knights have missed the 
almost solid support of the press, to which they 
had grown so accustomed as not to appreciate 
ia “2 

There was nothing for the unionists to do but 
wait. MeGuire, hewever, bad no notion of 
idly waiting. He meant to be up and doing 
while the Summer was slipping away. The 
Koights were too powerful for the univus while 
each union stood on its own tub. A pitched 
battle was out of the question. A diguouest 
peace was bad enough to endure, but it was at 
feast better than extermination. So McGuire 
said “ wait,” and rolled up his sleeves 


The trades unions waited to some purpose, 
In less than a year from the date of the rebuff 
administered by the Knights at Cleveland repre- 
sentatives of a large number of trades met at 
Columbus, Ohio, and aceemplished a federation. 


It has not occupied 80 much spacein the news- 
Papers as Las veen given to the Knights of La- 
bor, and fortunately for it. The Knights now 
get into print solely because of their inability to 
keep their quarrels and other mistakes from be- 
coming publie property. And it has come to 
pass that the Knights are now talking of doing 
even more than the unious thought of suggesi- 
ing two years and a hali ago. In 18386 the 
Knights, or their leaders rather, advised the ex- 
pulsion of members who would not sever their 
connection with the uniona. A tew days ago at 
the General Assembly in session at Indianapolis 
Master Workman Lewis of District Assembly 
No. 135—cumpused of miners—oifered a resolu- 
tion providing for the appointmertof a cem- 
mittee of five to meet with a similar 
committee of the American Federation of 
Labor to prepare a plan for the con- 
solidation of the Knights and the 
federation. At the same time Lewis suggested 
that the plan should be based upon the conati- 
tution of the federation rather than upon the 
alleged constitution of the Knights. The latter 
are really without a Constitution. They had 
one with which to begin business, but when 16 
interfered with the sehemes of the leaders it 
was overridden, and it has been overriaden 80 
often that it long since became valueless. Lewis 
could hardly have expected his resolution to 
bear much fruitof the kind relished by Powder- 
ly and his sort. Lewis is aman of some sense, 
and he has evidently been @ Knight of Labor 
long enough todiseover that to the rank and file 
the order has been simply a sponge. That a 
good many miners are of the same opinion Pow- 
derly knows, for reeently ho issued a ‘‘ secret” 
circular—a weaknesa of his—to Lewis's assembly 
that contains some amusing matter. To the min- 
ers he wrote that ‘‘the prospects are that every 
bitterness of the past will vanish, and it is not 
fair to these miners Whom we represent to ask 
them to step back again to the bottom of the lad- 
der and begin anew to build an organization of 
that vratt simply because the officers differ as to 
methods, The same trouble will face the miners 
in or out of the Knights of Labor.” The chief 
beauty of Powderly’s appeal lies in the last 
paragraph, which is as follows: “If a new 
organization is formed it wil! have to fight its 
way to where the Kuights of Labor now stand.” 


If that be so, the new organization will sim- 
ply have to fight by shding down hill. Lewis 
knews this, and in a reply to Powderly he ad- 
ministered a few thrusts that must bave hit the 


five-thousand-dollar General Master Workman 
ina tender spot. Lewis tells him: “ Look at 
your own homes, where, in tho territory covered 
by District Assembly No. 16, thers are about 
40,000 miners, the most oppressed and tyranny- 
ridden people in the United States, Out of that 
vast multitude of working people District As- 
sembly No. 16 has abeut 4,000 or 5,000 mem- 
bers, ef whom about 2,000 are miners, having 
their affairs looked after by men who dig coal 
in the court houses and shoe and clothing 
stores.” He finishes his reply to Powderly with 
this parting salute: “For pearly two years bas 
District Assembly No, 135 tried to organize 
those men and for nearly two years the officers 
of District Assembly No, 16, backed by yourself 
upon some filmay pretext, have defeated the 
work of organization.” Two years and a haif 


Arioay, Beremver 7, 1888 
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10n, but, like thousands of other workingmen, 
he has watched the downward course of the 
Knights and the gradual rise of the unionists. 


Neither the Knights nor the public would 
have been favored witha statement of some- 
thing approaching their actual condition had 


the treasury not been empty. Hundreds of 
thdusands had left the order because they could 
obtain no information of what became of the 
money that was poured into the general treas 
ury. Even the smali remnant of the faithful 
had grown so tired of putting its hands in its 
pockets that, as alast resort, some figures were 
vouchsafed to it. A couple of years ago the 
leaders claimed that the Knights numbered 
750,000. The sams leaders are still at the head 
of affairs and under their management, accord- 
ing to their ewn figures, the Kaights now num- 
ber 259,518: These figures are probably much 
too large, but if a decrease of a half million in 
membership in two years is not enough to dem- 
onstrate unfitness for office it is difticult to tm- 
avine what oould convince the Knights that 
their leaders are incompetent or werse. 


The figures given in “the official reports pro- 
sented to the Indianapolis Assembly are instruc- 
tive in two ways. They show how demoralized 


the Knights have begome. They prove that the 
men whe made the reports have lied about the 
Strength of the erder. Accerding te the mem- 
bership report District Assembly No. 30 of 
Boston had fallen away from 31,644 in July, 
1887, to 9,179 in July of the present year. At 
the Richmond Assembly it was stated that this 
assembly had a membership of over 60,000. It 
was stated at the same assembly that No. 1 of 
Philadelphia had a membership of over 39,000. 
The official report states that the membership 
has fallen away from 11,294 to 2,314. It looks 
as if the men at the head of the order, having 
determined to lie, decided todo so ona large 
scale. How they must have aquirmed when 
they found it abSolutely necessary to con- 
fess that the order had dwindled away, 
and to show that District Assembly No. 
198 had decreased from 5,163 te 229; No. 24 of 
Chicago, from 10,483 te 3,507; No. 57 of the 
same city, from 4,656 to 761; No. 41 ef Balti- 
more, from 7,549 to 2,248; No. 43 of Cincinnati, 
from 14,519 to 4,527; No. 55 of Gloversville, N. 
Y., frem 3,402 to 149; No. 70 of Philadelphia, 
from 3,267 to 228; No. 77 et Lynn, Mass., trom 
2,450 to 358; Ne. 106 of Indianapolis, from 
2,140 to 377; No. 108 of Milwaukee, trom 3,178 
to 595; No. 61 of Hamilton, Ontario, from 2,070 
to 386; No. 184 of Pottsville, Peun., from 2,680 
to 421,

been borne by the leaders with equanimity if it 
were not accompanied by aloss of income.

Start a year with over $200,000 in the treasury 
and to end it with nothing but a lot of debts 1s 
not convincing evidence of a capacity for finan- 
Clal management, but in order to squeeze more 
money out of the remnantof the order it was 
necessary to give it a few faets er paris of facts. 
Disheartening as these forced disclesures must 
be to men who really expected great things of 
the order, they must be in the nature ofa relief 
after the everlasting doses of bembast and un- 
truth so lavishly dealt out by the leaders. They 
must be in the highest degree encouraging 
to McGuire and his fellow-unionists. While 
the Knights have indulged in bluster and 
untruth, the unionists have been at work 
quietly but steadily. Each month has added to 
their numbers and to their strength Numbers 
were only a source of weakness to the Knights. 
Not se to the unionists. Each union 1s composed 
of a separate trade, and when a union geis into 
difficulties with the employers of its members 
the latter are not compélied to take orders from 
wu person totally unacquainted with their work 
and their needs. The employer of a lot of car- 
penters is not dictated to by a cigarmaker or a 
baker, but the rights of his fellows are stated 
by a carpenter, who has seme knowledge of 
both sides ef the case and is not transformed 
into an insufferable brute by a little brief au- 
thority.

Tn short, the changes that have ocourred in 
the labor worldin two years and a half are far 
greater than McGuire and his companions at 
that Cleveland meeting could possibly have 
hoped for. The Knights have gone to pieces. 
The unionists have grown strong. The lost 
membership of the Knights can be found in the 
tederation. A large percentage of the present 
memvership of the Knights will soon be found 
ia the unions. The latter are at peace and are 
prosperous. The former are at war with them- 
selves and are bankrupt. Powderly talks; Mc- 
Guire works. Powderly has at last gained his 
polnot and is an autocrat. McGuire is apparent- 
lyin favor of the largest possible division of 
authority; at least he has made no effort at 
centralization. Powderly is hungry for notori- 
ety and a large salary. McGuire has 
never attempted to rush into print, and 
asks no more for his services than 
he can earn at  ~his trade. Powderly is 
fond of sounding tities and insists upon being 
head, body, and tallof the Knights, McGuire, 
though by far the ablest man among the union- 
ists, is satistied with the title of Seeretary, and 
keeps in the background. Powderly, judge: by 
the history of the Knights, is for self. Me- 
Guire, according to his reewrd and that of the 
Federation of American Labor, is for the work- 
Ingman. Powderly taiks of what he will do, 
MeGuire makes no buasts of whathe has done, 
He does not even slap his fellow-workmen on 
the shoulders and say, “ Didn’tI tell you so?” 
Perhaps he is atill waiting. Certainly he is 
watching the eourse of events. and has 
probably determined how to take advantage of 
them, mot for the benefit of P. J. McGuire, but 
tor the aid of trades unionism. oY F,

THE REAL MYLES STANDISH. 
Te the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In the remarks made by the Rey. Dr. 
De Cesta following the very able paper read be- 
fore the New-York Historical Society on Tuesday 
evening by the Hon. Edward 8. Isham of Chiéa- 
goon * Frentenac and Myles Standish in the 
Northwest,” the reverend doctor, ignoring and 
dismissing historical fact as irrelevant, charged 
in derogation of the character of Capt. Standish 
that he was but a soldier of fortune and the 
bushwhacker of the Plymouth Colony. 

In answer to this charge it may be stated that 
the family of Standish was one of tle most an- 
cient and honorable in Lancashire, in which 


section of England many ef the Mayflower com- 
pany originated, That, inheriting ksightly tra- 
dition and influence, he early took up the pro- 
fession of arms and received a commission from 
Queen Elizabeth in-ald of the Dutch. That, 
though apparently not of the Pilgrim Church, 
he joined with zeal in their enterprise of found- 
ing religions liberty in the New World. That 
seldiers of fortune were rarely married, and, if 
so, still more rarely took their wives upon 
their adventures, while Standish carried 
with him to Plymouth his cherishea Rose, 
who among the Mayflower band was among the 
tirst to suecumy» to the rigors of a New-Kugland 
Winter. That if butthe bushwhacker of the 
colony, it is singular that he should have re- 
ceived the first military commission it issued, 
should have been ite first representative to 
England, should have been its Treasurer, and 
until his death, with but rare intervals, ahould 
have been of the Governor’s Counel. Had he 
not possessed to a remarkable dogree the couti- 
dence of the Government, it is singular that 
nearly his whole life should have been passed 
in the publie service. 

In 1649 Stamdish was made General-in-Chief 
of all the eompanies in the colony, and in 1653, 
at the breaking out of the hostilities between 
England and Holland, he was again honored 
with the chief special commana. In 1656 Capt. 
Standish received from the Government a 
grant of 300 acres of land in Bridgewater for 
services. Upon his death in the same year “ the 
Pilgrims mourned for him as one wno had been 
their mainstay in the time of their greatest 
peril, their support in more peaseful and pros- 
pereous times, and their reliavle counseler under 
any and all circumstances.”

Another race track is to be added during 
the coming season to the number already in ex- 
istence in the immediate vicinity of New-York. 

It is to be situated on the Woolsey estate in 

Astoria, where rumors have already established 

a half dozen tracks in the past three or four 

years, The present scheme for the building of 

this track, backed by plenty of capital, 
and work has already been begun on the 
grounds, Mr. John O’Brien of the firm of 

O’Brien & Clark, aqueduct contractors, is 

the contractor to do the grading. James D. 

Leary of Jozgins lumber raft fame is the con- 

tractor to build the necessary docks and 


wharves for the use of the ferry which is to be 
ruu direct from this city to the race track. 
The scheme is less chimericai and elaborate 


than that proposed about a year ago by Frederick | 


D. Henderson, the projector of the mysterious 
Long Island Jockey Club, Instead of being car- 


ried on with a flourish of trumpets the present | 
enterprise has been managed with unusual se | 
erecy, butitis known to havea good tinancial , 


backing. One of tue parties to the enterprise 1s 
Edward Kelly, sen of the banker, Eugene Kelly, 
and proprietor of the Madison Stable, of which 
Ordway and Laekawanuna are the stars. Mr. 
Kelly has many race horses, and his name 
gives a financial stability to theconcerp. T 
proprietor of one of the largest beer breweries 
of the city and the proprietor of a transporta- 
tion line are also reputed to be interested, with 
other capitalists. 

It is expected that the new track will be 
ready for racing by midsummer, and that its 
meeting will be held during July and August 
while the Monmouth Park meeting is in prog- 
ress. There seems to be no other time for the 
new racing aasociation to hold its meeting, as 
the Coney Island, Brooklyn, and New-York 
Jockey Clubs will take all other available dates. 

It is possible, however, that the Long Island 
Jockey Club may have achance to get in some 
dates without conflieting with any other club. 
his is because a biil is to be introduced into 
the next Legislature reducing the number of 
racing days for all associations in the State 
from 30 to 20 days. The change will permit of 
but a lu days’ meeting in both tue Spring and 
Fall, and the change will principally affect the 
tracks of the Brovklyn, Saratoga, Brighton 
Beach, and Yonkers Racing Associations, all of 
which, exczpt the Brooklyn Club, raced 30 days 
during the past season. Brooklyn raced 27 days, 
while the Coney Island and American Ciubs 
raced but 22 days. The jockey clubs, or several 
of them, are back of this plan to reduce the 
number of days of racing permitted. The idea 
is the outcome of a quarrel between the Sara- 
toga and Brooklyn Clubs, the latter club having 
persuaded the Santa Anita, Chicage, and other 
stables to leave Saratega before the conclusion 
of the meeting at the Springs in order to race at 
the extra'three days’ meeting at the Brooklyn 
track, whicn also rather took the edge off the 
Coney Island Club’s Fall meeting. Li the bill 
should pass there will be no more racing every 
day in the week, but the jockey clubs will prob- 
ably be able to continue to roll up enormous 
profits, even at this reduction in the number of 
days en which they may run. 

The plans by which the New-York Jockey 
Club is to absorb the American Jockey Club 
were perfected at & meeting yesterday. 

ir. J. A. Morris of the New-York Club 
will lease Jerome Park frem the Jerome Park 
Villa Site Company, guaranteeing a5 per cent. 
annual dividend tor 10 years on the $750,000 
ef capital stock of the Villa Site Company. The 
only hitch in the arrangements, which have 
been pending for nearly a month, has been a 
question of the payment of taxes on the proper- 
ty, which John Bloodgeod, one of the Villa Site 
Company Directors, thougot Mr. Morris should 
pay, and whieh he willin all probability agree 
to do. The consolidated clubs will probably de- 
cide to run under the American Jockey Club’s 
name at both tracks, beth in the Spring and 
fall. The meetings will be enurely independ- 
ent of each other. theugh under the manage- 
ment of the New-York Ciub’s officers, until such 
time as Jerome Park is taken for a storage res- 
ervoir by the Aqueduct Commission, a move 
whicb is still looked upon as more than a prob- 
ability.

UP-TOWN SITE. 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE DISCUSSES THE 
NEW APPRAISER’S WAREHOUSES. 

The Chamber of Commerce devoted a 
jong fession yesterday to deciding what to do 
about the report ef its committee appointed to 
look into the proposition te locate the Ap- 
praisers warehouses near the Battery. This 
report, submitted at the last meeting, was 
practically a recommendation that, under the 
present circumstances, the warehouses shoulG 
be further up town, on the water’s edge, and as 


near as practicable to the present landing 
place oz the various steamship lines. 

Mr. Conkling said that he had learned that 
the present Administration would not act in the 
matter. Mr. Constable strongly opposed the 
plan tomove the stores further down town, 
and favored locating them near the North 
River, between Tenthand Twentieth streets. 
He had a petition with him, signed by 374 mer- 
chants, favoring an up-town site. Mr. Wind- 
muller favored the Bewling Green project, on 
the ground tbhatit promised to offer to many 
down-town importers excellent facilities for 
business; that many cargoes were unloaded in 
Brooklyn, Jersey City, and on the East River, 
and that street improvements near the Battery 
promised to do away largely with the objection 
of the up-town merchants that it would be diffi- 
eult to cart their goods from tie lower end of 
the city. 

Mr. Orr declared that the Battery promised to 
be the natural centre ef New-York Harber, as it 
was sure to develop. Mr. Thurber urged an ae- 
ceptance of the committee’s report, and argued 
thatan up-town site would benefit the greater 
number of merchants. Messrs. Sloane and Mc- 
Creery favored the up-town project, the latter 
advising that the public stores be situated be- 
tween Christopher and Twenty-third streets. 

Engineer Wiliam J. Freyer, Jr., who reported 
in favor of the Bowling Green pian, told the 
Chamber that the Battery neighborhood effered 
the only plot of land suitable for the erection of 
ali the Government buildings. His plan ef col- 
lecting goods from the piers by means of tugs 
and lighters, carrying them to the Barge Oflice, 
and thence to the proposed warehouses by an 
underground railway under Battery Park, was 
briefly stated and defended. It would be five or 
ten years, anyway, before the system could be 
in operation, 

Mr. Niles supported the Battery project, de- 
claring that a majority of the Custom House 
entries were made by merchants below Cham- 
bers-street. He wanted the committee to have 
two more members and reconsider its vote; but 
bis motion was lest, and one to accept the re- 
port was earried by a vote of 25 to 13. 

The council ef the Nautical Scheol sent in its 
Teport of annus! examination of the school on 
the St. Mary’s on Oct. 11. The school was ro- 
ported to be doing well, and Capt. Crownin- 
shield was praised for the economical manner 
in which he furnishes the boys with clothing by 
buying materiais in quantities and making the 
clothing on board ship. It was suggested that 
the manual of arms and handling of heavy ord- 
nance, which the ship has, be introduced. An 
extra appropriation for this purpose would be 
necessary. 

Isaac H. Reed, the oldest member of the 
Chamber, was present at the meeting. He has 
been a member for 53 years.

The Connty Democracy’s strength in the 
Legislature has been lessened by the resigna- 
tion of Assemblyman Timothy D. Sullivan of 
the Second District frem ite County and Execu- 
tive Committees.

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SIDEWALK OBSTRUOTIONS. 


MANY STREETS MADE ALMOST IMPASS- 
ABLE BY THEM. 

Pedestrians who are compelled to travel 
in that portion ef the city bounded on the north 
by Grand-street, on the east by Breadway, on 
the south by Reotor-street, and on the west by 
the North River find the greatest Inconven- 
jence and discomfort owing to the obstructions 
that are piled up on the sidewalks. These ob- 
structions consist of hogsheads, barrels, bales 
of paper and hemp, and boxes of all sizes and 
kinds. They are almost universally the prop- 
erty of wholesale dealers in almost every 
branch of trade. : 

The worst offenders are the dry goods men 
and the grocers. These dealers seem to regard 
the sidewalks as wholly their own. At any rate 


they take full possession of them, and in many 
instances seem to have about half their stoek 
out in the street. The unhappy pedestrian 
finds himself brought suddenly face to face 
with a bulwark of boxes. He cannot push them 
aside, and it is awkward and dangerous to 
He has but one alternative— 
to walk out into the dirty street and thread his 
way through acrowd of moving drays, a task 


. that is generally accomplished at the cost of 
' goiled clothing, if not of greater injury.

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In other streets one finds the potentate of 
trade considerately leaving a narrow and tortu- 
ous lane through his tower of accumulated 
boxes and barrels, Ordinarily this lane is only 
large enough to allow ome stout man to pass at 
atime. The consequence is that when the thor- 
oughfare becomes erowdod, as is frequsntly the 
case, a block ensues, clothing is torn on the pro- 
jecting snags, and bad feeling is engendered. 
The tradesman who aoes not take up at least 
two-thirds of the sidewalk is indeed a rarity. 
Nordoes it make any difference whether the 
street is much or little frequented by pedestri- 
ans. The thoroughfares leading to the ferries 
and the elevated road stations are as much ob- 
structed as the more quiet and less traveled 
streets, . 

To ascertain fully the extent of this nuisance, 


a reporter of THE TIMES walked through this’ 


territory yesterday. In Park-place, between 
Broadway and the Sixth-avenue elevated road 
station at Church-strect, there were two huge 
piles of boxes on the north side of the street, 
and one on the south. ach of tha, three toek 
up more than half the sidewalk and obstructed 
travel to such an extent that people were com- 
pelled to walk into the street in order to get 
around them. On Park-place below Church- 
street the same condition of affairs was. found. 
Wholesale tradesmen had taken possession of 
the sidewalk and were using it for a storehouse. 

In Barclay-street, which leads to both an ele- 
vated station and a ferry, there were a number 
of great heaps of obstacles on either sidewalk. 
On one of these the repertar counted over 100 
boxes, and they all occupied from one-half to 
three-quarters of the way that belongs by right 
and law te pedestrians. In Vesoy, Fulton, Dey, 
and Cortlandt streets there were also obstruc- 
tions, but they were not so formidable and 
gradually grew less objectionable as the re- 
porter went further south. 

But returning north and taking up the trail at 
College-place and Murray-street the nuisance 
inereased rather than diminished. Murray-street 
was obstructed or both sides of the way from 
Broadway to the river front, and College-place 
had its quotaof hogsheads, barrels, and boxes 
imposingly arranged on the sidewalk, War- 
rep-street was not so wholiy obstructed, al- 
though its curbing was decorated with the same 
fringe of yellow pine, Chambers-street, having 
a ferry and an elevated road station, was found 
to be almost as impassable as Barclay-street or 
Park-place. A large grocery establishment had 
appropriated a good share of the sidewalk, 
although it was not nearly so greedy in this re- 
spect as some of the firms that were encount- 
ered later. 

But bad as Chambers-street was, its next 
neighbor, Reade-street, could discountit. Boxes, 
huge piles of paper, bales of hemp, and indis- 
criminate obstacles were heaped together until 
they presented the appearance of a mest for- 
midable barricade. A publishing house on 
Reade-street, just west of West Broadway, had 
considerately left a narrow and crooked little 
path inside its breastworks, through which one 
might go witheut tearing or smirching his 
clothingif he were not ina hurry and took the 
greatest pains. The groeers on the diagonally 
opposite corner of West Broadway and Reade- 
street had appropriated the entire part of 
Reade-street which is immediately in front of 
its building. Duane-street was fully as ob- 
structed as Reade, and the sidewalks of Thom- 
as-street were blocked completely. 

The reporter tried to find some other way of 
passage than the middle of the street but there 
was none. He stood for some moments watch- 
ing the pedestrians who passed that way, avd 
mep and women alike were forced to go into 
the uninviting street and there dodge nnder 
the necks of horses and out ef the way of heavy 
and dirty dray wheels. Worth-street was fully 
as bad as any of the others, and the establish- 
ment atthe cornerof Worth and West Broad- 
way was as rank an offender as the reporter en- 
countered in all his tour. Leonard-street was 
somewhat freer of obstacles, although it had 
many, and Franklin-street, where there is an- 
other elevated road station, presented innumer- 
able obstructions. West Broadway bore its 
share of the general burden and at Leonard- 
street becamo almost impassable. 

Frem Franklin-street north the obstructions 
gradually grew less, until at Grand-street they 
disappeared almost altogether. Some obstruc- 
tiens were alse found in the side streets between 
Breadway and Centre-street and extending 
from Broome-street to the City Hall Park, but 
they were neither so numerous nor so formidable 
as in the territory indicated at the beginning of 
this article. That these obstructions are gen- 
erally considered a public nuisance is fully at- 
tested by the objurgations hurled against them 
by unfortunate pedestrians who are delayed or 
have to take to the middle of the street or have 
their clothing speiled. 


EIRBY POND IS NO MORE. 

After many years of litigation the old 
Kirby Pond at Mount Kisco, which covered 
160 acres of land, was yesterday drained and 
has become one of the things of the past. It 
was owned by old Judge Leonard, who is now 
stricken down with apoplexy and he has had a 
hard fight in the courts to drain it. He was op- 
posed by the people generally, who feared that 
the draining would prove deleterious to the 
public health of the village, and by the Spencer 
Optical Works, which were situated on its banks 
and in whese business it was an important 
facter. Not leng ago, however, they had agood 
oifer made them and removed to Newark, N. J., 
taking a large number of operatives with them 
and throwing many more who could not go out 
of employment. The peuple of the village were 
present in full force yesterday to see the pond 
drained, and, armed with pitchtorks, succeeded 
in catching or spearing a great quantity of fish. 
A large number of dead fisb were left on the 
muddy bottom, and it is feared they will create 
an unpleasant effluvium and possibly cause sick- 
ness unless the weathercontiuues cold. Taking 
it as a whole, the community regard the draining 
we Bayes pond as a detriment and calamity to the 
village. 








AAISSIONS FOR SEAMEN. 

The Pretestant Episcopal Church Missionary 
Society for Seamen in this city will celebrate its 
torty-fourth anniversary Sunday evening in the 
Church of the Holy Spirit, Sixty-sixth-street and 
Madison-avenue. Bishop Potter will preside at the 
meeting, and the annual sermon will be preached 
by the Kev. Dr. J. W. Brown of St. Thomas’s 
Chorch. 

The mission has been prosperous during the year, 
and in its long history there has never beenso much 
done for the seafaring class. The stations main- 
tained by the society, each being under the charge 
of a missionary, are: ‘rhe Church of Our Saviour, 
at the foot of Pike-street, the Coenties-slip station; 
the Church of the Holy Comforter, for sailors; the 
New Sailors’ Home, on Pearl-street, where 862 
aailors were received during the year and cared for 
till ready to go to sea, and a station at Hrie Basin. 
The reading rooms at the stations have been largely 
patronized, while the church services have been 
well ~ mene and the number of communicants in- 
creased.

W. Haves Ward, tne Rev. Dr. T. W. Chambers of 
the Collegiate Duteh Church, the Rev. Dr. J. R. 
Duryea of Grace Keformed Chureh, the Rev. 
Dr. D. Parker Morgan of the Church of the 
Heavenly Reat, the Rey. Dr. E. P. Ingersoll of 
the Puritan Congregational Church, the Rev. 
Dr. Bradley of St. Luke’s Chureh, Brook- 
lyn; Rabbi Henry 8. Jacobs of the 
Madison-Avenue Hebrew Congregation; the 
Rev. Mr. Edward Kenney of the Church of the 
Nativity, the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Eaton of the 
Church of the Divine Paternity, the Rev. Will- 
jam A. Layton of the Ascensien Baptist Church, 
the Rev. P. Hopkins of the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, tne Rev. Dr. J. B. Remen- 
anyder of St. Jamesa’s Lutheran Church, the Rev. 
G. F. Krotel of the Evangelical Chureh of the 
Holy Trinity, and the Rev. Charles D’'W. Bridg- 
man ef the Madison-Avenue Baptist Church. 

Chairman Gerry said that the meeting was 
called to get expressions of opinion from minis- 
ters on the plan of having services in every 
church on the morning of April 30, 1889, just as 
they were held on the morning of April 30, 1789. 
Secretary Bowen read letters from Archbishop 
Corrigan, the Rev. R. Heber Newton, the Rev. 
Thomas Armitage, the Rev. E. Walpole Warren, 
the Rev. Samuel KE. Virgin, and others, ap- 
preving of the project. Most of the 
writers were of the opinion also that it 
weuid be well to hold similar services in every 
church in the country. Archbishop Corrigan 
thought that the event te be celebrated was of 
special interest to New-York, and therefore it 
was not desirable to have thanksgiving services 
elsewhere. If, however, it was decided to have 
such services throughout the country the com- 
mittee should communicate with the other 
Roman Catholic Bishops. On motion of the 
Rey. Dr. W. Hayes Ward the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

That the scheme suggested by the Centennial Ex- 
ecutive Committee for religions services to be held 
at Y o’clock A. M. on the one hundredth anniversary 
of the inanguration of President Washington meets 
with our approval. and that a committee of 10 be 
appointed by the Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee to co-operate with the Executive Committee 
in bringing the matter before the churches of the 
city and country, 


The Rev. Dr. Krotel proposed that the Presi- 
dent of the United States should be requestea 
to act apart April 30, 1889, as a day of thanks- 
giving. A resolution to this effect was adopted.

FUNERAL OF MAJOR-GEN. ROMEYN B. 
AYRES AT FORT HAMILTON. 
Yesterday afternoon, in St. John’s Church, 
at Fort Hamilton, while the rough wind played a 
dirge about she little edifice, the Rev. Dr. R. B. 
Snowden read the funeral service over the body 
of the Jate Brevet Major-Gen. Romeyn B. Ayres, 


Colonel of the Second United States Artillery, 
who died at the fert on Tuesday. At the conolu- 
sion of the services the choir sang the General's 
favorite hymn, ‘‘ Thy Will Be Done,” and the 
coffin, draped with the American flag and with 
the General’s sword and belt lying on its lid, 
was borne to a gun carriaze standing before 
the chureh. The pall bearers were Col. Alexan- 
der Piper, commandant of the fort; Gen. Israel 
Vogdes, Gen. C. H. Tompkins, Cot. Mordecai, 
Co). Sutherland, and Col, Lodor. 

About 250 officers and men of Batteries E, H, 
and I of the Fifth Artillery and of Batteries K 
and M of the Second Artillery were drawn up 
along the road at salute as the coilin was placed 
on the carriage, and then lied the way with 
draped colors and reversed arms, keeping time 
to the dirge played by the Light Battery Band, 
to the wharf where the steamer Chester A, 

- Arthur lay waiting. 

As the boat left the dock on its way to the 
Pennsylvania Station at Jersey City the cannon 
boomed out a Major-General’s salute of 13 guns, 
the soldiers brought their arms from reverse to 
sheulder, the band broke forth into a lively 
march, and the wind-swept pier was quickly 
deserted. The interment will take place this 
afternoon at Arlington Cemetery in Washing- 
ton, D.C. Among those at the church were 
Col. Best, Capt. and Mrs. Crab, Capt. Zalinski, 
Lieut. Whistler, Col. John Hamilton, the former 
commandant of Fort Hamilton, Lieut. Treat 
from Fort Wadsworth, and Capt. Merris of the 
Loyal Legion. Lieut. Vogdes and a guard of men 
accom panied the body to Washington. 

Mrs. Ayres 18 lying dangerously ill at the forr 
from the shock of her husband’s death, and all 
of the Generai’s ehildren are stationed at far- 
away forts, so that the only relative ef his at the 
funeral was his daughter-in-law, Mrs. Charles 
Ayres.

MANY BENEFITS TO BE GIVEN DURING 
THE WINTER. 

The Actors’ Fund Association of America 
held its regular monthly meeting yesterday, and 
11 out of the 17 Trustees were present. It was 
decided that anumber of benefits in ajd of the 
fund should be held between now and March 1. 
The first of these will be given at the Casino, 
and will be of amiscellaneous character; the 
second will be given at Palmer’s Theatre by the 
stock companies of Daly’s Theatre and the 
Madison-Square; the third will be a general va- 
riety performance, and will be given at elther 
the Academy of Music or atone of the Bowery 
theatres; the fourth will be entirely musical, 


and will take place at the Metrepolitan Opera 
House. The exact dates for these benetits were 
not fixed, it was also decided that a benefit 
should bé given by the combined Brooklyn man- 
agers at either the Academy of Music in that 
elty or at the Amphion Academy. 

Benetits will also be given by about 10 trav- 
eling companies during the week of Jan. 7. 
Thisis a new departure, and its object is to 
make other cities than New-York and Brooklyn 
eontribute to the treasury of the fund. Combi- 
nations and managers participating in such 
out-of-town benefits will net be asked by the 
Actors’ Fund todo anything for it again until 
two years shall have expired from the time of 
the last serviee rendered. It was also reported 
that the Trustees expected abeut $15,000 this 
year from the municipal Board ef Estimate and 
Apportionment, that sum being its share of the 
moneys aceruing from theatrical licenses. It 
was further reported that the membership of 
the fund had increased during the current year; 
thatthe dramatic bureau connected with the 
fund was paying expenses, and that Mr. Al 
Hayman had been appointed Cerresponding 
Secretary of the fund for San Francisco. 





FIGHTING FOR LAND. 

The contest between George Shephard Page, a 
Wealthy Wall-street basiness man, and William E. 
Martin, a wholesale Mquor dealer in New-York, 
over @ tract of land bordering the Passaic River, 
near Newark, that caused much newspaper talk a 
year or more ago, reached the Court of Chancery 
yesterday.
